LONDON. (AP) — Britain’t 
minority Labor government 
survived a na>canfi<lence 
vote in the House Oommons 
Wednesday night after torghig 
a pact of poUtical co4)peatkm 
Hith the small liberal party. 

The vote was 322 for dw 
government snd 38B for the 
opposition. 

The Liberals, with 13 seats 
in the €35>member Oommons. 
held the balance of power and 
Prime !^nister James Cal¬ 
laghan needed their votes to 
“ 'Btay*in power and forestall a 
general election. 

liberal leader David Steel 
called the deal “a rather ex¬ 
citing poUtical experiment.” 
It was denounced by the o|>- 


U.K. election staved off 


ixxkition Conservatives’ floor 
leader. Francis Pym, as 
“some land of political shot¬ 
gun wedding — a one-night 
stand if ever there was one.” 

Labor members cheered 
wildly as the result of the vote 
was announced. 

Mai^ret Thatcher, the 
ConseP^atfve'lteadfcr 
troduced the non-oonfidence 
motion Friday, locked crest¬ 
fallen when the vote was an¬ 
nounced and walked out of the 
chamber. 


Callaghan and Steel told the 
Commoos at the opening of 
debate on the non-confidence 
motion that they had woihed 
out a poUtical partnership to 
last at least (or the rest of the 
parliamentary session. 

The terms of the agreement 
were spelled out in a joint 
' oy the‘ p>lfrfif min¬ 

ister and Steel. A key part of 
th# agreement was that the 
government and the Liberals 
would set up “a joint consul¬ 
tative committee” to meet re¬ 


gularly and examine govern¬ 
ment proposals to come be¬ 
fore House of Oommons and 
alternate Liberal party pro- 
]x)aaU. 

Labor ranks are tom over 
government wage-control poli¬ 
cies and Callaghan, trying to 
avoid national elections until 
Britain's faltering ecohofnjns 
in better shape, had met three 
limes Tuesday with Steri in 
an effort to line up support. 

If Labor had lost the noQ- 
confidence vote, Callaghan 


would have had to ask Que^ i 
KUzabeth to dissolve Parlia¬ 
ment. 

Labor, with 310 seats in 
Oommons to 310 for the com¬ 
bined onposition. had survived 
on raaoi^hin majorities 
key votes by winning stspport I 
from members of vanous I 
minofity parties. The Conaer- I 
vatives hold 278 seatk. Four 
seats are held by non-voting 
officers of the House and two 
are vacant. 

A poll published in Wednes- 
dtfy's^alty Jjirtdr newspaper*^ 
said 53 per cent of Britain’s 40 
miUion voters would stmp^rt 
Mrs. Thatcher’s Conserva¬

“If we don’t get any indica¬ 
tion of it going within the next 
few months, it wUl be boll 
game a\’er,” Oiabot said in 
an interview. 


He made the comment fol¬ 
lowing Legislature debate on 
the Social Credit govern¬ 
ment’s coal development phi- 
loscH^- 

Oppositkm members told 
Chatot the nortl^ast coal pro¬ 
posal, unveiled in January by 
the government, waa finaa- 
cially imsound and not needed 
for anything more than creat¬ 
ing jobs. 


U.S. seeks to speed 
friendly Hanoi ties 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
U.S. President Charter an¬ 
nounced Wednesday that the 
United States would resume 
n^tiations wiUiout precondi- 
tions or delay to establish 
friendship and normal rela¬ 
tions with Hanoi, its enemy in 
a decade of wrar in Indochina. 

Carter received a report 
from his Oommi8ti<m on Miss¬ 
ing in Action, which returned 
from a visit to Hanoi on Tues¬ 
day, and credited the group 
with establishing a bridge¬ 
head tor the Vietnam talks. 

Carter and Leonard Wood¬ 
cock. chairman the com- 
iTussioD and outgoing presi¬ 
dent of the Uhitod Auto 
Workers union, told report¬ 
ers: 

• Because of an error, foe 
remains of one of the 12 
bodlta the ctxnmisslon 
brought back frexn Vietnam 
belonged to a Vietnamese. 
Those remains are being re¬ 
turned to Vietnam. 

• The commission believes 
the rest of the 2,546 American 
military men and edvilians 
still missing in Vietnam and 
Laos are dead and that none 
ia being held against bis will. 

• The Vietnamese held 
back the remains of and infor¬ 
mation about at least two 
Americans, including a re¬ 
tired U.S. Central Intelligrence 
Agency official, until late on 
the last day of foe oommis- 
iion’t visit But foe commis¬ 


sion believes there will be no 
such holdbacks in foe future. 

• Hanoi has promised tu 
establish ”a permanmt study 
mechanism” to pursue U.S.- 
provided leads to the where¬ 
abouts and identities of 
missing Americans still un¬ 
accounted for. 

# The commission recom¬ 
mends that the Vietnamese be 
asked to send r^resentatives 


to laboratories in Honolulu to 
help with identification of re¬ 
mains. 

Carter said the Vietnamese 
“suggested that we re-initiate 
dipkHnatic discuskiona in 
Paris without delay.” 

"There are no preconditions 
requested, and there certainly 
will be no preconditions on 
our part for these talks in 
Paris.” he said. 


Bonner, Bennett 
talk Hydro reins 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Rob¬ 
ert Bonner, chairman of B.C. 
Hydro, said Wednesday he 
has had discussions with Pre¬ 
mier Barnett on increased le¬ 
gislative control of foe crown 
corporation's finances. 

“Wp have discussed the 
question,’’ Bonner said. 
“That's all I can say on the 
subject." 

“The problem of Hydro fi¬ 
nancing has to be of concern 
because provincial guarantees 
must be involved when we go 
to the bond market. As far as 
I’m cOTcemed, foe more in¬ 
formation the ^tter. The gov¬ 
ernment’s concern is ofoious 
and understandaUe in view of 


the amounts involved in the 
future.” 

Bcmner said future borruw'- 
ings could reach 35.3 billion, 
including costs of roUing over 
existing issues. 

Bonner said he would not 
comment m Municipal Af¬ 
fairs Minister Hugh Curtis’s 
complaints in the Legislature 
that unnamed Hydro officials 
were obstructing provincial 
transit policies. 

"Our main transit problem 
is that Vancouver and ^^o- 
toria have a combined area of 
420 square miles,” B<xmer 
said. "That’s bigger than the 
area of Toronto and Montreal 
combined.” 


Chabot said in the Legisla¬ 
ture there were about 300 mil- 
licm tons of metallurglcaJ coal 
available in existing southeast 
B.C. reserves until 1995. 

B.C. currently exports 
about 12 million Urns of coal a 
year to Japan and hopes to 
increase foat to about 25 mil¬ 
lion tons by the mid 19606. 

Chabot laid in an inten iew 
later that although there are 
large reserves In southeast 
B.C, foe northeast develop¬ 
ment must begin before infla¬ 
tion makes it unfeasible. 

"The northeast should be 
developed now. before capital 
costs become too e7q;>ensive.” 
he said. 

The provincial government 
has bem trying to get a finan¬ 
cial commitment frenn foe 
federal government for devel¬ 
opment of the 31 billion proj¬ 
ect bef(»« it goes ahead. 

Graham Lea (NDP—Prince 
Rupert) attacked Chabot for 
pushing the project- without 
providing adequate back¬ 
ground information to the Le¬ 
gislature. 

Lea said the government 
waa making a mistake in pro 
posing the northeast devet<^ 
ment but Chabot revealed fig¬ 
ures which, he said, showed 
that development of the coal 
was economically viable. 

The minister said coal from 
that area would sell fmn be¬ 
tween 360 and 365 a ton on the 
international maricet, about 
$10 a ton more than coal from 
southeast B.C 

The northeast coal contain* 
less sulphur and ash and 
tiierefore oemunands a better 
price. 

Liberal leader Gordon Gib¬ 
son said the government 
should not have too much 
faith in northeastern coal dev¬ 
elopment and "the govern¬ 
ment is taking a very monoc¬ 
ular viewpoint on coal devel¬ 
opment in the province.” 

He also said the govern¬ 
ment should not artificially 
force niMtheast coal develop¬ 
ment because It could have a 
detrimental effect on south¬ 
east coal development. 

Chabot said foe government 
would not favor one region at 
the expense of another. 


Bitter and sad news’ for pope 

Congo cardinal murdered 


BRAZZAVILLE, Congo 
(AP) — The Roman Catholic 
ptrimate of the Congo — one of 
foe church’s eight black Afri¬ 
can cardinals ~ was kid- 
napped and murdenKi 
Wednesday by three members 
of assassinated President 
Marien Ngouabl’s family, foe 
military govenvnent an¬ 
nounced. 

Sources In neighboring 
Zaire seid the killing of Emile 
(Cardinal Blayenda — arch¬ 
bishop of Brazzaville — may 
have been motivated by tribal 
rivalries. The terms family 
and tribe are (^en inter¬ 
changeable in black Africa, 
and the Oongu has had a his- 
t<jry of tribe] conflict since

France in 1960. 

The government began a 
hunt across the country for 
the killers of the cardinal and 
foe tour men who assassi¬ 
nated Ngouahi last Friday. 

In Rome, Pope Paul an¬ 
nounced foe "bitter and sad 
news” of the cardinal’s death 
at his weekly general audi¬ 
ence and asked the coi^rega- 
ti<xi to pray for peace in the 
Congo. 

The government statement 
said the primate’s killers 
would be "punished in the 
tame exemplary manner as 
those of President Ngouabi. 
The military council cannot 


accept such acts, which are a 
displ^ of blind passion and 
banditism.” 

The government claimed 
that former president Al¬ 
phonse Massamba-Debat — 
whom NgouaU overthrew in 
1968 — admitted he was 
hind foe plot to kill the pres¬ 
ident in a bid to regain power. 
Under Massamba-Debat’s 
five-year rule, both NgouatH 
and Biayenda had spent time 
in prison. 

Biaymda had approved of 
Ngouabi's Marxist and pro- 
Soviet polidee. to 19T1, he had 
said "socialism is foe only so¬ 
lution able to establish the 
c»der of juetioe.”

... *1 feel more human now' 

Mother getting 
a charge 
out of hands 

TORONTO (Cn*) After three years of having 
hodcs (or hands. Susanna Hartel is learning to adjust to 
new myo-eleotric hands that look and work almost like 
real csies. 

Five years ago. foe 46-year-old mother of two was 
operating a punch press when her arms were caught in 
the machine and were severed six inches below the 
elbow. 

Mrs. Hartel received'her new hands six months ago 
and has been undergoing retraining since then. 

"Mentally. I feel more human now.” Mrs. Hartel 
said in an interview Wednesday. 

Mrs. Hartel said it took three years to learn to use 
the hooks but now she is able to lu^d a fork and eat and 
can get change from her purse, something she could 
not do with the hooks. 

However, she said she had noticed a change in i)e<v 
pie’s behavior towards her. 

"When I used to have hooks, people used to open 
doors for me,” she said. "Now they don’t even bother. I 
guess rn just have to get used to it and learn to open 
doors for myself." 

Mrs. Hartel said she has no intention of returning 
to wortc. 

"I woik harder now at home than I did at work and 
with my new arms 1 do my housework better than most 
people with their own arms.” 

She said her only complaint with the new timbs, 
which work through a combination of muscle and elec- 
trioltv, is that "they run out of juice” after a particu¬ 
larly active day. 

"At night 1 plug them in to charge them up fur the 
next day.” Mrs. Hartel said. 

Dr. Tony Kennard, who has been at foe rehabili- 
taticxi centre for 17 years, described Mrs. Hartel as ex¬ 
ceptional. 

"She’s got a lot of detennination.” Kennard said. 
"She fully accepted her amputations right from the 
start” 


South Africa 
scraps curbs 
against press

JOHANNESBURG — Prime Minister John Vor- 
ster said Wednesday that the government was with¬ 
drawing a bill in Parliament intended to institute press 
censorship in South Africa. 


Following its introduction 
two weeks ago. there was a 
protest from both liberal and 
conservative newspaflers that 
South Africa, which is already 
under general condemnation 
for its racist policies, was los¬ 
ing nKwre credibility by smoth¬ 
ering what had been a rela¬ 
tively free press here. 

Vorster said the bill wa* 
withdrawn because. after 
three days of meetings with 
newspaper executives, he was 
allowing the newspai)er in¬ 
dustry a year to institute "ef¬ 
fective” self-policing by the 
newspapers. 

The prime minister indicat¬ 
ed foat foe present voluntary 
press code of conduct, which 
the government has consid¬ 
ered too lenient, would be 
rewritten to incorporate some 
of the features ot tiie govern¬ 
ment bill now being shelved. 

However. Hal Miller, pres¬ 
ident of the South African 
Newspaper Frees- Union, 
expressed gratitude that the* 
government had relented and 
that the self-ppllcing code of 
conduct by newspaper editors 
could be continued.

Peter Brown, president of 
C^arim Investment Cbrp., 
said Weeks ’’did not specifi¬ 
cally contirm or deny” that 
the government had decided 
to approve the $100 million 
pipeline project to service 
natural gas fields in north¬ 
eastern B.C. 


Tlie inquiry under Mr. Jus¬ 
tice Walter lOrme Smith is 
investigating charges that 
stock speculators benefitted 
from cc^dential information 
about the project before its of¬ 
ficial Dec. 10, 1976. announce¬ 
ment in Dawson Oeek. 

Brown, whose firm un¬ 
derwrote 60 per cent of a 
100,000-share offering of 
CSiey^ine Petroleum Ltd. 
stock in mid-October, testified 
he phoned Weeks in late No- 
v e m b e r when <3ieyenne 
shares began a rapid increase 
in value. Cheyenne’s natural 
gas reserves in the Grizzly 
Valley region will be served 
by die proposed pipeline. 


ftxiwn said he was con- 
cemed that the sudden stocic 
market activity in Cheyenne 
mi^t lead to a scandal and 
li^ioned Weeks to discuss the 
situation. 

“I knew Art Wedts In 
school.” said Brown, “and 
phoned him in late November.

Heavy, wet snow and slash¬ 
ing winds shackled travel, uti¬ 
lities,** schools and businesses 
in the Maritimes and U.S. 
New I^gland States. 

It was spring on the calen¬ 
dar but winter on the high¬ 
ways in much of the East 
C^oast. More than 30 inches of 
snow stacked up in some com¬ 
munities. At least 68,000 
homes and businesses were 
left without electricity. 

Drenching rain.s hit area.s 
south and east of the snow 
belt. Flood warnings were up 
in some coastal areas. 

The storm, which swept in 
Tuesday on the third day of 
spring, struck particularly 
hard at western New England 
and a belt of New York state 
from Watertown south to the 
Pennsylvania line. 

It was the most crippling 
storm of the entire winter- 
spring season in the Berk- 
shires of western New Eng¬ 
land. 

Thirty-three inches of snow 
socked Norfolk, (jonn. Many 
New England mountain com¬ 
munities received 20 to 30 
inches of snow. 

The seascxi’s snowfall at lit¬ 
tle Sear’s Pond, N.Y.. grew to 
a whelping 446.4 indiee — a 
New York state record and 
more than double what bli/- 
/.ard-beat^ Buffalo received 
in tlie same tierlod. 


'Crime-learning link 
gets Senate^attention 


OTTAWA (CP) — The Sen¬ 
ate decided Wednesday to 
hold a formal study into the 
development of childhood peiv 
sonality defects that lead to 
criminal brtiavior. The aim is 
to find ways to prev’ent it. 

The upper chamber agreed 
unanimously with the propos¬ 
al of Liberal Senator FYed 
McGrand, 81, of FredericUxi. 
N.B., a medical doctor, Mho 
said “there is a definite con¬ 
nection between learning dis¬ 
ability and juvenile delin¬ 
quency. ^ 

“Why does a boy of six, 
with a psychological trauma, 
become a psychopathic killer 
at the ^e of 26? . .. That Is 
what this study is all about.” 

McGrand. who was minister 
of health and social services 
for New Brunswick from 1944 
to 1962, said Canada lacked 
any coordinated effort to 
understand and deal with the 
<xxmection between crime and 
mental disorders that develop 
b^re birth or during child¬ 
hood. 

“These irfiysically and psy¬ 
chologically traumatized chil¬ 
dren are the most neglected 
minority in (Canada.” he said; 

While the majori^ of chil¬ 
dren with learning disabilities 
did not become criminals, he 
said, “criminals, as children, 
have had learning disabilities. 

F\irther. he said, ’’learning 
disabilities are five times 
more common In males than 


in females, and crime among 
males is much more oommon 
than among females.”

Prison guards win large raise 


Indians new chief 
still to be chosen 


NEW DELHI (AP) — On 
the eve of their ccmiing to 
power tonight, India’s new po 
litical rulers had yet to agree 
on who will be the country's 
prime minister. 

In a surprise development, 
the political groups that unit¬ 
ed to defeat Prime ^anister 
Indira Gandhi’s Cor^ress 
party in weekend national 
elections asked two aging dis¬ 
ciples of independence hero 
>fohandas Gandhi to settle the 
dispute over the future leader. 

The Gandhi disciples —■ 
Jayaprakash Narayan, 74. 
and J. 6. Kripalani, 89 — 
agreed to Infbrmally talk to 
the new parliamentarians of 


the victiorious Janata Peoples 
party and its allies and evolve 
a "consensus” in favor of one 
choice for prime minister. 

The process was to begin 
today and be convicted in 
time f^ the new leader to be 
sworn in as prime minister 
later in the day. 

The only two contenders to 
succeed outgoing Prime Min¬ 
ister Indira Gandhi are 
former deputy prime minister 
Morarji Desai, 81, and former 
agriculture minister Jagjivan 
Ram, 68. 

The dispute disclosed the 
hrst cracks in the alliance be¬ 
tween the Janata, headed by 
Desai. and the Oongress tor 
Democracy, led by Ham. 


Quebec won’t bail out 
bankrupt steel company 


QUESEX: (UP!) — Premier 
R«ie Levesque announced 
Wediiesday that his Parti 
Quebecois government will 
not provide the 87-5 million 
loan guarantee needed to pre¬ 
vent bankruptcy of QSP Steel 
Co. of Montreal. 

Bankruptcy of the firm, lo¬ 
cated in Levesque’s home rid¬ 
ing of Taillon, could cost 1,200 
jdte. 

Speaking at a Joint press 
conference with Eoemomic 
Development Ministn* Ber¬ 
nard Landry. Levesque said 
backing the $7.5 million loan 
would be like “throwing 
money down a hole. 

“It would have been a bad 
business investment to guar¬ 
antee a $7.5 million loan that 
even banks are not interested 


in. The steel company’s finan¬ 
cial structure is extremely 
weak, to say the least, and 
markets are not very good. 

“Quebec Steel was brought 
into the same market as Sid- 
bec (the provincialh^-owned 
steel (Aant), and at the same 
time. I am sorry to say it, but 
it was a wrong decision. I feel 
sorry for the hundreds of Que¬ 
bec Ste^ miployees but we 
must protect the public’s 
money^” 

Landry said, “tfje govern¬ 
ment can't be e?q>ected to be¬ 
come more involved in a pri¬ 
vate enterprise before the 
firm has explored all other 
avenues. It would be liln 
throwing Quebecers' money 
away.'*

FPHERE IS STILL a long way to go In the battle ended, Mr. Trudeau continued. The government must 


against inflation, uys the governor of the Bank 
of Canada, Gerald Bouey. The performance of the 
economy continues to be prejudiced by a relatively 
high rate of inflation. Canadians are still paying 
themselves larger increases in incomes than their 
performance as producers warrants, and "all groups' 
in the economy should be expected to accept some 
responsibility for the country’s performance” 

This admonition comes at a time of apparently 
rising expectation that the wage and price controls 
imposed in the fall of 1975 for a three-year period In the 
fight against inflation will be lifted before the program 
has gone its course, perhaps around the end of the 
second year. 

It is interesting, therefore, to hark back to the 
words of Prlrae- Mrsteissr - Trtibiaa In' k’ hoURile ' 
television interview at file end of 1'975, when he said 
that Canadian values, habits and Institutions would be 
transformed by the program. 

“Many people, I think, still see those controls as 
uh. well, it’s a bit of strong medicine we’ll have to 
take in order to get inflation down.’ but it’s really 
more than that,” the prime minister said. “It’s a 
massive Intervention in the decision-making powers of 
the economic groups and it’s telling Canadians we 
haven't been able to make it work, the free market 
system.’’ 

There was no way the free market system could be 
made to work then or when the anti-inflation program 


take a larger role in running the big unions and the 
multinationals. He would not state that wage and price 
controls would be permanent because he was 
optimistic that Canadians would learn an attitude of 
economic restraint and self-discipline. But if after 
three years there was evidence that “the planned 
sector as opposed to the market sector is going back to 
its old ways, then I’ll say we’ll have to keep the 
controls in one way or anotter ... It won’t necessarily 
be the same kind of control but don’t kid yourself. We 
have a lot of controls now.”

And it was “probably likely” that in three years 
controls would remain on those “who haven’t 
demonstrated that, given a decontrolled economy, we 
will have acquired the new virtues of self-discipline 
and self-restraint and living within our means” 

Finance Minister Donald Macdonald has indicated 
he will have something to say about "the timing of the 
anti-inflation program” in his budget speech at the end 
of this month. Those who look forward to an end of 
restrictions and a chance to "catch up” must expect 
Mr. ’Trudeau to back away from a strongly held 
position. Surely a change in the form of controls is 
more likely.

Demographic difference 


S tatistics compiled by Dr. Allan Ameil. the 
Capital Regional District's health officer, give 
additional cogency to the quest of the Hospital and 
Health Planning Commission for more extended-care 
accommodation. They are a reminder that as a retire¬ 
ment haven, the southern end of Vancouver Island has 
a special need for long-tem care for elderly persons 
.Actually, the fact that 150 beds in Royal Jubilee 
and Victoria General Hospitals are occupied by 
patients who no longer need acute care but have 
nowhere else to go should be a strong enough argument 
10 get the provincial health department moving. 

The province’s Hospital Programs division is 
reported to think, however, that a 150-bed addition to 
Glengarry Hospital will take care of the problem, 
although the project, already two years In the plann¬ 
ing. likely is another two years from completion. 

Members of the district’s planning commission 
disagree, for the good reason that the presence of 
these patients in the expensive, acute-care hoepitals is 
only one Indicator of the needs. According to commis¬ 
sion member Mike Fraser, the official register of peo¬ 
ple waiting to be admitted to extended-care boqiitals 
has more than 300 names on it. Even If the Glengarry 
addition were miraculously built next month. It could 


be anticipated that the problem would be less severe 
but still there 

Dr Arneil's birth-and-death statistics have 
nothing to do directly with hospital needs But they 
have a lot to say indirectly.^ 

The birth rate in the district last year was 10.5 per 
1.000 persons compared with the provincial average in 
1975 or 14.4, according to the health officer’s figures. 
Similarly the district’s death rate was 10.3 compared 
with a provincial average in the preceding year of 7.7. 
The capital region’s much higher death rate and much 
lower birth rate than the averages for the province 
could be misleading. Dr. Arneil says, if it were not for 
’an obvious physiological explanation.” 

ITiis explanation is that the provincial average of 
persons older than 65 in the population is nine per cent, 
and the proportion in the southern Vancouver Island 
district is 16 per cent, which brings home in a rather 
striking way our demographic difference. The capital 
region has far more than the usual need for extended 
care and intermediate care, or nursing home, accom¬ 
modation, and a more active construction program 
here should be moved up in the province’s scale of 
priorities.

A leading light in world affairs 


Brasil's decision to osnoel its 
liVyear-old military SMlstance 
treaty with the United States 
must be viewed sgslnst that 
country’s determination to 
bocome one of the world’s ma¬ 
jor powers before tbe end of 
the century. 

The Immediate reason for ■ 
the cancellatloa is an ex- 
calating dispute between 
Washington and Brasilia over 
alleged human rights’ viola¬ 
tions in Braxll. But behind this 
ol'flcial explanation lies a clear 
Brazilian Intent not to be tied to 
Washington as a client stale

This attitude Is evident in 
other areas. Brasil recently 
rebuffed visiting U.S. Deputy 
Secretary of State Warren M. 
I'hrlstopher, who sought 
changes in a two-year-old West 
(ierman-Brazillan agreement 
for construction of two 
sophisticated nuclear reactors 
with weapons-making poten¬ 
tial. 

The Christopher effort was 
branded an "affront” and. 
"Interference” In Internal 
Brazilian affairs. There Is the 
same reaction to a U.S. congres¬ 
sional requirement that the 
Department of State report on 
human rights In all countriee 
receiving U.S. aid — the reason 
tor the cancellation of the 
mutual assistance part 
W W ★ 

Beyond the immediate 
Brazilian pique over these U.S. 
actions, however, is a long¬ 
standing determination not 
only to be master in its own 
house, but also tp flex its mus¬ 
cle elsewhere and exercise a 
degree of hemispheric 
hegemony. 

And since 1984. under succes¬ 
sive military governn-ents. 
Brazil has effectively ar- 
ticpiated a policy of political

There are economic 
problems, including the 
pitiably poor showing mil¬ 
lions of Brazlltans on the 
fringes of the economy and the 
country’s failure so far to dis¬ 
cover oil. But these problems 
have not stopped Brazilians 
from displaying their political 
clout and their economic mus¬ 
cle. 

Some of the ingredients of 
this trend: 

• Brazil was one of the first 
countries to recognize the 


Moscow-backed regtme. the 
Popular Movement for the 
Ubwatloo of Angola — this 
despite the staunch antl- 
Coiwunist posture on the part 
of the Brazilian generals. 

The Angolan recogniton 
represents clear evidence of 
Brull’s determination to play 
a role In Atrloa and also possibly 
to ensure some Angolan oil to 
relieve Its own shortage 

• Brazil hu begun a variety 
of aid programs throughout 

• Lath) America, establishing Its 
political and economic In¬ 
fluence throughout the region 
In suck neighboring lands as 
Bolivia sad Paraguay. 
Brazilian aid technicians are 
offering a wide variety of 
programs aimed at shoring up 
the economics of these lands 
and making them seme what 
dependent on Brazil 

• Not to be outdone 
Brazil's businessmen are mak¬ 
ing their mark felt tboughout 
the hemisphere. Tbe largest 
buildings in the capitals of both 
Bolivia and Paraguay belong 
to tbe Banco do Brazil, and 
much of new construction in 
both countries Is Brazilian 

• Brazil has taken a swipe 
at Argentina, its one big rival 
in South America, with con¬ 
struction of the Itaipu Dam 
along the Parana River 
between Brazil and Paraguay. 
Argentine objections that the 
dam will deprive Argentina of 
Parana waters have been ig¬ 
nored by Brazil. 

Similarly. Brazil recently an-, 
nounced plans to cootruct a" 
port capable of handling super¬ 
tankers in Rio Grande do Sul 
Province in Brazil’s south—a 
move worrying Argentina 


whose major port. Buenos 
Aires, cannot handle such large 
ships 

• Brazilian - made machin¬ 
ery and vehicles are being ex¬ 
ported in growing quantities. 
Volkswagens constructed in 
plants in Sao Paulo are exported 
to Iran, to the Far East, and 
elsewtiere. armored cars being 
sold to Libya and other countries 
are establishing Brazil as a fac¬ 
tor in the world anns race: and 
Petrobras. the Brazilian state oil 
monopoly. Is signing contracts to 
Iraq. Libya, and other coizitrieB 
for exploration.

Which is the more important 
issue facing Canada today, 
national unity or massive and 
unconscionable unemploy¬ 
ment? 

The answer depends on who 
you talk to. The Liberal Party, 
quite naturally, is trying to per¬ 
suade us that unity is the over¬ 
riding issue. It seems almost 
sacrilegious to mention mat¬ 
ters such as unemployment, in¬ 
flation and government waste 
in the same breath. 

Ed Broadbent. on the other 
hand, is embarking on a cam¬ 
paign to get Canadians 
emotionally concerned about 
the unemployed. The most re¬ 
cent statistics showing 932.000 
Canadians out of work are a 
disgrace. Especially when one 
considers that figure is com¬ 
parable to having a city the size 
of Toronto or Montreal without 
anyone working 

♦ ♦ ★ 

Unfortunately, the two issues 
may be related in a perverse 
way. Although young people in 
all parts of the country are up¬ 
set when they leave school and 
can’t find work, young 
Quebecers nuy translate their 
misfortune into a rejection of 
the status quo. Alre^y Rene 
Levesque is blaming Ottawa 
for tbe economic mess and as 
the situation deteriorates he 
will be presented with a 
heaven-made opportunity to 
take a leaf from the book of 
Real Caouette. He can appeal 
to Quebec disenchantment on 
tbe simple basis of: "What 
have you got to lose?” The un¬ 
known horrors of the in¬ 
dependence road wouldn't ap¬ 
pear any more grotesque than 
the immediate consequences of 
federal mismanagement. 

So with the federal budget a 
week away, Finance Minister 
Donald Macdonald will have to 
keep this delicate in¬ 
terdependence in mind. People 
will expect him to produce a 
miracle because anything less 
will not be of much use in the 
long run. But he will have a 
most difficult time trying to 
make up his mind In tbe face of 
conflicting advice as to what 
went wrong and what should be 
done about It.

pools built? " — an unsubtle 
reference to the pool provided 
for 24 Sussex Street by uniden¬ 
tified donors. 

The prime minister was 
quite right when he said that 
we have been living beyond our 
means. We have indeed. We 
have introduced one expensive 
program after another a year 
or two sooner than we could af¬ 
ford to pay for them from cur¬ 
rent income and made up tbe 
difference by selling one more 
piece of real estate or one more 
factory to foreigners. But that 
is not the reason we have high 
unemployment. 

The reason we have un¬ 
employment is because there 
isn't enough total purchasing 
power — "effective demand.” 
the economists call it — to put 
everyone to work. The Bank of 
Canada isn't printing money 
fast enough to finance full 
employment. 

And why not? Simply 
because if it did increase the 
money supply sharply, the ui- 
flaUon rate would rise again. 
Most of the cash would be 
soaked up by wage increases 
for people with jobs long before 
it was available to provide 
work for the unemployed 
* ♦ ★ 

Canadian Labor Congress 
president. Joe Morris, who can 
always be counted on to come 
up with some suggestions in a 
crisis, recommends tax relief 
for people who will probably 
turn their money back into tbe 
economy — "A one-month 
moratorium on the collection 
of income tax through payroll 
deductions for all workers 


earning leas than $15,000 per 
year." 

That would put a tremendous 
amount of cash into circulation 
quickly, increase demand and 
start things rolling. But the in¬ 
creased government deficit 
would have to be financed by 
printing new money for the 
scheme to work. 

Morris also suggests In¬ 
creased old-age and disability 
pensions In addition to a 
revamping of the government’s 
housing policies. 

The labor chiefs ideas are by 
no means unique but they 
would provide stimulation for 
an economy operating far 
below capacity. But once 
again, to work, they would 
have to be accompanied by an 
expansive monetary policy 
★ ★ 

Finally Morris repeats his in¬ 
sistence that wage and price 
controls be taken off im¬ 
mediately. Yet he still ha|n't 
told us how we are to be in¬ 
jected with an adequate dose of 
responsibility serum. Without 
it, all of his positive Ideas could 
be negated. 

It's only a short while since 
Industry spokesmen said they 
could do their own wage polic¬ 
ing. Yet BP Refinery Group 
and Gulf Oil negotiate settle¬ 
ments of 13.54 and 20.20 per 
cent respectively which anti- 
inflation administrator Tansley 
had to roll back to eight and six 
per cent. Where was the in¬ 
dustry restraint? 

And Quebec municipal police 
are asking for 17 per cent. 
That’s the stuff of which 
double-digit inflation is made. 


Unfortunately, the Quebec 
government may have bnn en¬ 
couraging irresponsibility by 
aboli^ing its provincial anti- 
inflation board. One gets the 
impression that either Jacques 
Parizeau. Quebec minister of 
finance, is not the briUtant 
economist we had believed or 
else the Quebec government is 
deliberately trying to under¬ 
mine Ottawa by contributing to 
the economic chaos that it can 
later exploit In Hz in¬ 
dependence bid. 

Donald Macdonald will need 
a happy combination of inaight 
and good luck in finding tbe 
magic formula. Somehow he 
has got to come up with tax 
ruts for low-income groups 
stimulation for housing and 
other Industrial expansion and 
at the same time, keep the lid 
on wages so that new money 
will finance new jobs Instead of 
more inflation. And that won t 
be easy.

The other day in London a 
1535 first edition of the Cover- 
dale Bible — tbe first complete 
English Bible — was sold for a 
record £30.008. 

This is the auction record for 
a Bible in English, the previous 
highest price being £18,000 11 
years ago. 

This latest sale, at Sothe¬ 
by’s. proves that there is no 
hotter property than the good 
book, old or new. A massive 100 
million copies of the Bible are 
now sold throughout the world 
every year — more than 
Shakespeare. Ian Fleming and 
all the other top-selling authors 
combined. 

And thanks to the evangeliz¬ 
ing zeal of the early mis¬ 
sionaries, the Bible has been 
translated into every langnage 
under the sun. and just about 
every sub-language and dialect 
hs well. 

About the only spot on earth 
where the printing presses 
aren’t kept busy full-time turn¬ 
ing out the sacred book is the 
U.S.S.R.. where there is no of¬ 
ficial religion. 

Virtually from the time of the 
Middle Ages, when the printing 
press and movable type were 
invented, public demand for 
the Bible has been heavy 
★ ★ ★ 

Printers of the past were 
often under great pressure to 
fill orders and in their haste, 
they often made terrible er¬ 
rors. 

Those errors could, and oc¬ 
casionally did, cost them their 
livelihood. This happened in 
1831 with a version of the good 
book that became known as 

"The Wicked Bible.” 

For when the edition went on 
sale in the streets of Lon- 
dcn. tbs word “not” was found 
to have been ommitted from 
the commandment "Thou shalt 
not commiUadultery "

Archbishop Laud was so 
enraged on reading the text 
that he imposed a £300 fine on 
the hapless printer (Church 
courts had the power to fix 
such penalties in those days). 

Today, mistakes like this 
have turned certain Bibles into 
rare collectors’ items, and they 
change hands for very high 
sums in the fine art saleroccns 
of London and New York. 

One very rare Bible is one 
known colloquially as the 
"Treacle” BlUe. In this, the 
phrase; "Is there no balm in 
Gilead ...? (Jeremiah 6,22) is 
rendered "Is there no treacle 
in Gilead . ..? 

it it it 

The rarity of tbe edition 
comes about because tbe indig¬ 
nant ecclesiastical authorities 
did their best fo suppross the 
sale, and to destroy all copies 
bf the Bible they could find. 
Only a handful survived. 

When a version of the 
authorized Bible was published 
in 1717 by one J. Basket!, 
readers were impressed by its 
handsome tooled leather 
binding. 

But closer inspection 
revealed so many 
typographical errors that it 
was soon labelled "a Basketl 
full of errors.” 

It was also known as the 
"Vinegar” Bible, because the 
words "The Parable of tbe 
Vineyard" appeared on tbe 
page heading to Luke 20 as 
‘"nie Parable of the Vinegar.” 

Red faces were caused all 
round, too. when the Judas Bi¬ 
ble was published. This edition 
contained tbe following words: 
“Then commeth Judas with 
them unto a place called 
Gethaemane. and saith unto his 
disciples, "Sit yee here, while I 
goe and pray yonder” 


The name of Jesus should, of 
course, have been there Instead 
of Judas. 

It seems strange that these 
volumes should feature mis¬ 
takes, for of all the books 
published and circulated in 
England and America, the Bi¬ 
ble had the most care lavished 
on it. This had to be so. because 
the pwiishment for blasphemv 
was severe. 

No one knows the fate which 
befell tbe publisher of the 
"Wooden-leg" Bible, as it is 
called, but copies still exist 
to show how badly he 
blundered. 

They display a print of "The 
Enemy of Man” sowing tares 
amongst tbe wheat. For some 
unexplained reason, the etcher 
reproduced Satan with a tail 
and wooden leg! 

Even allowing for today’s 
sophisticated photo-scan 
typesetting and checking 
procedures, errors still come 
rolling off tbe presses.

Take for instance the New 
Jerusalem Bible, produced not 
many years ago in the United 
Kingdom. 

Many churchmen were 
quoted at the time as praising 
its "scrupulous accuracy.” 

They clearly had not studied 
Psatan 122. verse six, line one. 
which reads “Pay for Peace In 
Jerusalem.” Tbe correct ver¬ 
sion reads “Pray for peace in 
Jerusalem.” 

Anyone In poaseasian of an an¬ 
cient Bible containing curious 
errors could virtually name their 
own price for it 

Es^ially If it happens to be 
tbe 1551 successor to the Cover- 
dale Bible. This says, "thou 
shalt not be afraid of anye bug- 
ges." 

In Medieval times, bugges 
meant bogeymen or ghosts

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THE SPENDING of tax money it rarely accompanied by 
any li^icant show of common leoae. It is an nfOrtunate 
fact of life that those charged with such spending are too 
often badly equipped for the task. This brush of tar apfdies to 
senior civil servants as well as elected officials. 

A waste of 29 per cent Is not at all uncommon In capital 
projects and programs. We have sheeplsbly accepted sudi 
shortcomings and, by our silence, condoned the bungling 
and waste. 

But when all of a sudden we are told that an expenditure 
of 912,000,000 isn't even necessary, we should be shocked 
right out of our lethargy and demand major government 
authorities explain forthwith. 

CHARLES KEENAN is a former senior partner in Ker 
Priestman Associates, the engineoing firm hired by the 
Capital Region Board to study the various sites for a sewage 
pumping station. And Keenan dropped a bomb of many- 
megaton proportion this past weekend with the opinion the 
whole pumping station plan is not only wasteful, it isn’t 
needed at aU. 

This was no mere layman talking, rather a recognized 
expert in his engineering field. Read his conclusions and be 
shocked. 

“Let us summarize the madness of what is proposed by 
the Capital Regional District and its paid advisers,” he 
wrote. 

“THE SEWAGE FLOW at McMicking Point Is to be in¬ 
tercepted and pumped 2'A miles through prime residential 
areas. lUs will involve the constructs of large pumping 
fsoititisa, the ripping up of our roads, boulevards, lawns and. 
in all probability, some homes will have to go — all at a cost 
in excess of 912.000,000 (if we are lucky) about-M tims. the 
cost of an outfall at McMicking Point. 

"In addition, there will be the forever maintenance on 
the system, calling for total replacement every M to 100 
years. In some cases, replacement of certain items will oc- 
ror every 40 to 90 years, pumps every 10 to 20. There is little 
doubt that somewhere down the road, when replacements 
are called for. the question will be asked — 'Why?' 

“THOSE WITH A UTTLE common sense will smile 
wryly at our stupidity, perhaps even suggesting at that late 
date the better ^teroative of extending McMicking Point. ' 

Keenan suggests that multiple outfalls (at a saving of 910 
million toils) are the answer. He also suggests that if all else 
fails, including his own written summation to Premier Bill 
Bennett, that we might have no other alternative but to go to 
court for an Injunction to halt the project. Frankly, it is long 
past time when we should have b^ exploring such avenues 
on a variety of costly projects. Apathy has been our leader 
and the politicians and mandarins have enjoyed carte 
blanche spending power as a result. 

“IN CGNCUISION,” Keenan wrote, “the evidence is so 
overwhelming against what is proposed, that it MUST BE 
STOPPED. Surely it is time to ask what has happened to 
conunon sense, experience, integrity and credibility in our 
decision-making process, or is the total wastage of th^ mil¬ 
lions of dollars of no consequence to our economic struc¬ 
ture?" 

Keenan's article is. without question, one of the most 
damning pieces of criticism delivered against an important 
decision-making body in this province in quite some time. It 
is to be fervently hoped the premier will view it with the 
same alarm evidenced by so many since The Daily Colonist 
published it Sundav past. 

THE ALARM SHOULD BE two-fold — the alarm of 
wasteful, unnecessary expenditure, especially at a time 
when we are all up to our buttocks in financial alligators — 
and the alarm of terrible disruption to the citizens of the Oak 
Bay area. I don't think it can be stressed too strongly to the 
premier because of the power of Keenan's condemnation and 
the stret^th of bis expertise. 

It wo^ also seem the Capital Regional Board should ex¬ 
amine and re-examine the whole question and with an eye 
cocked for the major money savings claimed by the Keenan 
document. 

One group, however, cannot take a chance on the whole 
thing behig thrown out at a future date — the Shoal Bay 
Ratepayers Association, which has been fighting to keep the 
proposed pumping station out of residential areas. 

THIS GROUP has a meeting set for the Oak Bay 
municipal hall tonight at 7:30 and the meeting is open to the 
gener^ public. It is significant that more than (00 
homeowners in the Oak Bay area have signed a petition 
protesting the idea of placing a pumping station in reskten- 
tial areas. 

And while the signers of such apetition might well be the 
only ones directly involved in this dispute, all citizens of Oak 
Bay are indirectly involved.

Moscow rallies Eastern bloc 
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Communists spurn U.S. rights drive 


The Communist parties considered most loyal to the Soviet 
Union have started a propaganda campaign to counter the 
drive for universal human ri^ts Initiated by U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter. 

At the same time, it was learned that the White House has 
emphasized its commitment to the human rights policy by 
instructing American embassies in Eastern Europe to main¬ 
tain contacts with political dissidents. 

The embassies also have been told to accept any letters 
from dissidents addressed to Carter despite warnings by 
some state department officials that the human rights cam¬ 
paign could prove counter-productive. 

After several weeks in which they merely attacked the 
president in general terms for his public support for political 
dissidents in their countries, the Communist parties have 
shifted to more specific publicity techniques against the 
United States. 

The Washington drive and the stepped-up counter¬ 
campaign directed from Moscow seem to be leading to a ma¬ 
jor diplomatic confrontation later this summer. At that 
time, all European countries, the United States and Canada 
are scheduled to meet in Belipode to examine effects of the 
Helsinki Agreement on European Security and Co-operation 
signed in 1975. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

That agreement which includes a section on human rights 
has been cited as a major inspiration for increased dissident 
activity within the CommunisLWorld and Carter's response. 

Details of the new Oimmunist campaign against the 
United States were apparently agreed upon at a meeting of 
East European Communist Party ideolects to Sofia recent¬ 
ly. Held at the same time that three chiefs of the 
inde^dent-minded Communist parties of Italy, France and 
Spain were meeting in Madrid, the Sofia c^erence ap- 
aapBtt'y waacaHedtHehcrtnotiea ^ leaders a dife Moscow 
Party. 

The meeting was attended by delegations from the East 
European bloc — Poland, Hungary, East Germany. 
Czechoslovakia, Romania and Bulgaria — with the addition 
of representatives from Mongolia and Cuba. 

"It is obvious they have started on a new campaign since 
the Sofia meeting," one Western analyst said. 

The first example of the new Communist effort, according 
to diplomatic sources, was an article distributed this month 
by Tass, the official Soviet news agency which provides 
material to most Communist newspapers and publications in 
the under-developed countries of Africa, Asia and Latin 
America. 

Based on what Tass said was an interview conducted at a 
prison near Fayetteville, N.C., the agency quoted Rev. Ben 
Chavis as saying he and nine friends M bra jailed for "our 
political activities, because we fought against racism in 
America.”

The Soviet agency .laimed that (?havis had appealed to the 
president for help and had been ignored both by the White 
House and the American press. 

"Not a single word has appeared in the American 
bourgeois press, which reports in lurid detail every belch by 
a dissident in the Socialist countries." Tass asserted. 

Chavis is one of 10 persons sent to prison after being con¬ 
victed of setting a grocery store on fire and assaulting 
firemen during racial disturbances in Wilmington, N.C., in 
1971. 


There are other such articles from American political dis¬ 
sidents which have bra distributed to Ckmununist publica¬ 
tions around the world. 

In Berlin, the ruling Socialist Unity Party (Communist) of 
East Germany recently sent a package of such material 
from the East side of the wall dividing the city to its af¬ 
filiated party in the West. 

One of the articles sent to the West Berlin Omimunist 
paper. Die Wahrhelt (TheTruth), is fnnn Angela Davis, the 
former Olifomla college instructor and Communist fcho has 
been trying with little success for the last few ^ars to 
organize a new leftist, political movement. 

In their earlier propapnda attacks, the Communists used 
more typical broad-brush blasts at the Western 
democracies. 

The Czechoslovak party paper. Rude Pravo. last month, 
for instance, accused the West of encouraging dissidents in 
. the Communist world with the intention of “covering up the 
fact that it is the capitalist states which are shamelessly 
trampling upon human rights." 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

For many months. Soviet spokesmen have warned that the 
Belgrade meeting should not be a courtroom for the ex- 
cha^e of accusations between signatories of the Helsinki 
Agreement. 

Many West European countries also apparently hoped the 
Belgrade meeting would be a low profile affair where 
“everyone would give a bland speech and go home," as one 
Western diplomat put it. 

Washington now appears determined to make the human 
rights portion of the Helsinki Agreement — the third basket 
— a major topic at the summer conference. 

American diplomats had advised the president about 
pushing too hard on the human rights issue for fear that It 
would stimulate uhresf M'Ehstern Etn^ and possible disil¬ 
lusionment when the Western powers did not respond further 
to support the dissidents. 

The president, according to qualified sources, has chosen 
to keep the pressure on the (Communists and to make the 
policy more effective by criticizing arbitrary, undemocratic 
right wing regimes, too. 

Although Moscow responded bitterly to an exchange of let¬ 
ters between the leading Soviet intellectual dissident. Andrei 
Sakharov, the White House has told embassies abroad to ac¬ 
cept any additional such messages addressed to the White 
House. 

Carter also is attempting to remove some potential am¬ 
munition for attacks on the Washington human rights record 
by permitting Americans to travel to countries where there 
are no U.S. embassies, making it easier for foreign (Com¬ 
munists to get visas to enter the United States and by halting 
the purcbaise of chrome from Rhodesia, the symbol of 
white supremacy and a favorite target for Moscow.

Howard Sturrock, head of a 
group of dissident ratepayers 
seeking to unseat the execu¬ 
tive, sparked the turn of 
events with his demand that 
the agenda not be approved in 
the form presented. 

"The democratic process 
will be best served if the new 
executive is elected befOTe 


said. 

Friedmann said If the agen¬ 
da was upset, he would con¬ 
sider it a vote of non-con¬ 
fidence in the executive. 

The vote — 50 for and 93 op¬ 
posed — was, Friedmann 
ruled, shcrt of toe two-thirds 
majority needed. 

His ruling was immediately 
challenged by Richard Boss 
— later elected by acclama- 
tkm as vice-president who 
claimed the chairman’s arith¬ 
metic was wnxig. Boss said 
only 84 votes were needed for 
tw(»4hirds majority. (Later In 
the meeting Boss offered a 
public apology to Friedmann 
for an error In his calcula¬ 
tions). 

The meeting degmerated 
into a shouting match and 
only through efforts of Fred 
Francis was order restored. 

FVancis, admitting there 
were some hard feelings, 
urged toe audience to work in 
harmony for the good o< Oad- 
boro Bay. 

With order almost restored, 
the meeting suffered another 
selback. 

••.\m t right in my belief 
that this is an NDP-packed 
meeting?" an unidentified 
ratepayer asked. 

He said if a political party 
w*as influencing the meeting 
that fact should ba mads 
known. 

In an interview later, Fried¬ 
mann told the Colonist he be¬ 
lieved the meeting was 
stacked. He refused to say by 
which political party however. 

After 70 minutes of intense 
wrangling, the meeting got 
around to the task of electing 
new officers. 

Sturrock easily defeated 
Friedmann in the election for 
president. 

Friedmann agreed to run 
"to test the house — just to 
ensure there is an election." 

Sturrock said his reason tor 
seeking election was his coo- 
cem over plans tor the Ten 
Mile Point area. He also cited 
the need for greater coopera¬ 
tion betw e en the executive and 
the membersh i p. 

Four of toe seven directors 
elected were "slate" can¬ 
didates — Gordon Howard, 
Anna Foster. Kennedy Smith 
and Richard Readshaw. Ne¬ 
ville Green, Patrick William 
and Betsy Cbx were also 
elected, ^^lliam Stewart and 
Ed IBggin were the un¬ 
successful candidates.

A deputy found the bodies 
after noticing loose dirt be¬ 
neath a brush pile. 

Mrs. Ashmore was the wife 
of w'ealthy Jemks. Okla.. 
builder Phillip Ashmore and 
the daughter of Haskell 
Gaither, publisher of The Jef¬ 
fersonian. a weekly news¬ 


paper at Pryor, Okla. Miss 
Brown was her . companion 
and horse trainer. 

The two women disap¬ 
peared after going to look for 
some horses March 17. The 
next day Ashmore received a 
series telephone calls lead¬ 
ing to the attempted payment 
of a $500,000 ransom.

‘harmless’ 


new YORK (AP) — Co- 
caine, the popular drug of 
both jet setters and ghetto 
dwellers, is not harmful when 
. taken occasionally by toe so¬ 
cial snorter, says a doctor 
studying the drug's effects. 

However, says Dr. Rlchaixl 
ResnIck, use of the drug, 
which costs ig> to $1,500 an 
ounce on the street, should 
not be legalized. 

"Abeolutley not, because it 
wtHjJd be more available and 
then more people would be 
using It in a way that is detri¬ 
mental," said Resnick, head 
of New York Medical Col¬ 
lege’s division old rug abuse 
research and treatment. 

’ It’s just like people who 
drink alcohol. If they drink a 
lot every day. they can get 
into jHuWems." 

He said his tests indicated 
that use of cocaine did not af¬ 
fect performance except when 
the subject was bond or 
tired. 

Last week, a judge in San¬ 
gamon Oounly, HI., ruled that 
the state’s prohibition of co¬ 
caine was unconstitutional be¬ 
cause "it’s a medical fact 
that it isn’t a narcotic." 

Resnick said his wurk 
.showed that most users were 
social snoilers and "resemble 
those patterns generally as¬ 
sociated with other commonly 
used ‘recreational’ drugs, 
such as alcohol and mari¬ 
juana."

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Nuclear deterrent

If there was a winner in the 
debate on the effectiveness of 
nuclear weapons as a deter¬ 
rent. it was probably the 
large audience that turned out 
at the University of Victoria 
Wednesday and gained some 
insights from exi)erts on tlie 
subject. 

About 2,000 people listened 
as Lt.-Gen. Reginald Lane, 
former deputy commander of 
NORAD, sparred vertwUy 
with Dr. liniliam Epstein, 
fomter director erf the disar¬ 
mament division of the United 
NaticMis Secretariat and a vi¬ 
siting professor at UVlc. 

i'^tein said that the ratio¬ 
nale behind a deterrent was 
“mutually assured destruc¬ 
tion,“ coovenienlly shortened 
to M.A.D. 

BY B(m>ING Up large 
stocks of nuclear weapons and 
delivery systems, the major 
a s — 

how Dadiy^ damaged they We 
by a nuclear attack, they will 
still be able to inflict damage 
on the enemy. 

But the race to stockiule nu- 
dear weapons has gone 
beyond reascsi, Epstein said. 
The U.S. has the capability 
now to destroy every Soviet 
city of more than 100.000 peo- 
le SO times over, a capability 
which would be expanded by 
two to four times with the 
development of weatx^s such 
as the B-1 bomber and the 
Trident submarine. 

The Soviet Union Is less 
powerful — It can only dam¬ 
age similar U.S. cities 20 
limes. Epstein satd. 

“The deterrent argument 
has become a cloak for con¬ 
tinuing the arms race, creat¬ 
ing not security, but insecuri¬ 
ty and instability."

WITH pruliferatiun of nu¬ 
clear devices to many smaller 
c'ountries, the risk of an ac¬ 
cident, human failure, or nu¬ 
clear blackmail increases 
many-fold, Epstein said. 

Furthermore, for small 
states with unsoiihisticated 
delivery systems and small 
nuclear forces, nuclear w<*^p- 
ons have almost no deterrent 
value. Such states are far 
n>ore Ukely to view their nu- 

strike.'*’ offensiv’e devices de¬ 
signed to completely wi|« out 
the enemy, than as a deter¬ 
rent against attack. 

Epstein quoted U.S. Pres¬ 
ident Jimmy Carter: “A mu¬ 
tual balance of terror is inad¬ 
equate," 

Disarmament must come 
about. Eiwtein said, because 
the current policies are only 
breeding insecurity. "M.A.D. 
will result in M.A.D,” 

IN HIH argument. Lane said 
a deterrent strategy is con¬ 
stantly changing to meet the 
demands of international poli¬ 
tics and technology. 

He identified five modifica¬ 
tions of the deterrent policy in 
the postwar T>eriod — a policy 
of “containment" to prevent 
the extension of communism; 
one of "collective security, 
massive retaliation," as ex¬ 


emplified by the formation of 
NATXi; one of "flexible re¬ 
sponse." tied to total destruc¬ 
tion as intercontinental ballis¬ 
tic missiles came into being; 
a policy of "realistic deter¬ 
rent." outlined by former 
president Richard Nixon, 
which involved a vigorous 
foreign policy by the U.S. and 
other powers, such as Willy 
BraiKlt’s "Osipolltik" in eaid- 
env .Europe; 

rorci,'* exi^ained in ^1974 by 
then-U.S, defence secretary 
James Schlesinger as re¬ 
sponding in kind to a Soviet 
attack. 

"I like to think that these 
policies have stopped a war. 
Without them Russia would 
have overrun Europe," Lane 
said. 

"THE STRATEGY of deter¬ 
rent has bou^t time (or poli¬ 
ticians to talk it out. to settle 
it over the negotiating table, 
rather than by sending mis¬ 
siles over tlie top <rf the 
world." 

In his rebuttal. Epstein said 
that "deterrent is only the 
modem word for war." Even 
before the development of nu¬ 
clear weapiMis. states were 
trying to avtrid attack by 
building up strong military 
forces, but this did not pre¬ 
vent war. 


While deterrents have 
bought time, that is not what 
they are intended to do. 

In the prex^ss of devekH>ing 
and implementing better de¬ 
terrents, “we are moving to¬ 
ward infinite power to kill, 
rather than to zero power to 
kill." 

HE BLAMED military po¬ 
licy-makers for wanting 
"more, more and more. E 
have never heard a general 
say ‘we have enough.’ " 

While he did not advocate 
unilateral disarmament. 
stein said a better way to 
world security is to stop nu¬ 
clear testing and the develop¬ 
ment of new' w’eapons. reduce 
nuclear arsenals, and elimi¬ 
nate all w'eapons except tor 
perhaps 10 per cent of the 
present nuclear submarine 
strength. 

One Poseidon submarine 
alone has the capability of le- 

■ stein said, and the Trent’s 
capability is about double 
that. 

The reason that this is not 
done, he stated, is "inter-ser¬ 
vice rivalry.” 

LAND-BASED missiles, 
bombers, and nuclear-armed 
ships are all maintained in 
the U.S. arsenal, in spite of 
many of them being nbsoles- 
cwit. "so that the army, the 
navy, and the air force will 
all get a piece of the aciton." 

The Strategic Arms Limita¬ 
tion Talks (S.A.L.T.) have nut 
brought about a change in 
over-all nuclear [lolicy. The 
"overkill" capacity of both 
the Soviet Union and the Ikiit- 
ed States has increased dur¬ 
ing S.A.L.T., Epstein said. 

Lane replied that defence 
policy is established by politi¬ 
cians, and not by military 
men. Some military weapons 


may not be a.s sophisticated 
as others, but have other ad¬ 
vantages. Manned bombers, 
fur instance, can be deployed 
and then called back. "But 
when you launch an ICBM, it 
is gone, lliat is it" 

Lane said sopliisticated 
communications and failsafe 
systems will prevent an ac¬ 
cident by the major powers, 
and nuclear wcaixsns in the 
hands of smaller states are 
unlikely to ever be sophis¬ 
ticated enough to pose a real 
danger. 

IN A PEIIM!M8E way. nu¬ 
clear proliferation could even¬ 
tually result in much stronger 
pressure fur disarmament. 
Lane said. 

If a small power should 
ever attack another country 
with a nuclear weapon, "and 
God forbid that it should 
every happen.” it might bring 
the whole issue to a head, 
•rfeortin genuine "|frogr^s in*^ 
disarmament. 

He added that new non¬ 
nuclear superwed]>ons. such 
a.s newly-developed laser de¬ 
vices, wluch according to the 
&n'iet Union have been used 
successfully to knock airbon>e 
wearx>ns out of the sky. could 
theoretically make the world 
even more dangerous. 

"IF ONE country were to 
develop a . defensive weapon 
with a 100 per cent certaintv 
of Intercefiding all nuclear 
weapons, they would be able 
to blackmail other countries 
into complete submission." 

When asked about the 
hunran link in defence strate¬ 
gy. Lane said he is an "o|>- 
timistic fatalist." 

"I liave enough faith in 
human nature, that as con¬ 
frontations arise, there will be 
people with the capability to 
resolve them."

Keenan sewage brief slipped in to haunt region

Capital RegiOT Board chair¬ 
man James Campbell doesn’t 
eemider it germane. 

Victoria Aid. Murray Gla¬ 
zier doesn't know what to do 
with It. 

And Oak Bay MLA Scott 
Wallace thinks it’s a common- 
sense solution to a problem. 

"It" Is professional engi¬ 
neer Charles Keenan’s pro¬ 
posal that a proposed Shoal 
Bay sewage pumping station 
should he ahandcMied in favor 


of a 600-foot outfall off 
McMicking Point into En¬ 
terprise channel. 

Whatever it Is. regional 
boerd directors indicated 
Wedneaday that they are not 
much interested in Keenan's 
widely-distributed brief, and 
they decideu to table it 

At the outset, the brief was 
not on the agenda for regional 
Ixmrd diacuBsion until Oak 
Bay AW. Shirley Dowell re- 
(luested that it be added to the 
officially-distributed agenda. 

When the matter came ui> 
for discussion, Campbell said 


he had read the brief, which 
was six pages l<mg. and had 
come to the conclusion that 
*it came very much after the 
lact," 

The region, he said, was 
committed by contractural 
obligation and by its applica¬ 
tion to the Pollution Omtrol 
Board to go in an entirely dif¬ 
ferent direction. 

"Because of that I took the 
resixinsibility of not having it 
Xeroxed 18 times. I didn't 
lonsider it germane any 
more. 

"It seems to me il is asking 


us to gu back six to eight 
years in the process and to 
disregard the fact that we 
have committed ourselves to 
a different solutiem. 

"That is why I didn’t bring 
it to your attention," Camp¬ 
bell said. 

Dowell moved that the brief 
be referred to the public 
works committee. 

"What are we supposed to 
do with it?" public works 
chairman Murray Glazier 
asked. 

"It seems to me that at the 
June meeting in Oak Bay this 


very proposal was made by 
Keenan. He spoke at length at 
that meeting with substantial¬ 
ly the same message. 

"Since then Oak Bay's sew*- 
age advisory committee and 
council retained other engi¬ 
neering consultants."

ment to the U.S. Pstcific 
Northwest. 

■ lEd Phillips* Westcoast pres¬ 
ident. said Wednesday the 


compromise agreement is 
subject to the approval of the 
B.C and Alberta governments 
and will resolve the festering 
international row over West- 
coast's inability to meet its 
contracts. 

Westcoast has a commit¬ 
ment to its U.S. buyer until 
1989. and it had sought. a 
12-year contract with Pan-Al- 



berta. But the B.C govern¬ 
ment opposed the l«igthy con¬ 
tract because it felt explora¬ 
tion ki B.C would be adverse¬ 
ly affected. 

Fotr the last four years, 
Westcoast has been unable to 
meet its commitment of 809 
million cuMc feet of as a day 
in toe U.S. because ot B.C. 
shortages. 

Ihe situation came to a 
head Tuesday when the 
Northwest Pipeline Corpora¬ 
tion of Salt Lake Cfly, v^ch 
buys the B.C gas for distribu¬ 
tion in the U.S., threatened to 
take action against Westcoast 
unless it immediately entered 
a deal with Pan-Alberta. 

In a telegram to Westcoast, 
Northwest Pipeline President 
John MdKQUian said his com¬ 
pany would take "every mea¬ 
sure possiUe to obtain com^ 
plete financial and other ap¬ 
propriate redress from West- 
coast" if die B.C company 
continued to reduce its gas 
shipments.

The Leopard: Love-Hate relationship 

The Leopard tank: 

A cramped speedster 


L.\HR, West Germany (CP) 
— The men of the Royal Ca¬ 
nadian Dragoons are develo^)- 
Ing a love4iate relationship 
witli their new Leopard tanks. 

*‘She's a sweetheart to drive 
and work on. but she’s some¬ 
thing else to ride in for very 
long," says WO Len Niohoi of 
Calgary. 

The Leopard is three times 
as fast as tiie old Centurion 
tank, now gradually being eli- 
m i n a t e d . Mechanics can 
change the "power pack" — 
combined engine and trans- 
missiwi — in 20 minutes. Tlie 
job took four to five days on 
tJie Centurion. 

The Leopani is 10 tons 
lighter than the ^year-old 
Onturion and has a superior 
fire-control system based 
around a Belgian laser range¬ 
finder. 

The new tank steers with an 
airplane-type ccwitrol system 
instead of with the old two- 
handle tractor controls. ' 

But it’s the speed of Ute 
beast which has endeared it 
to tlie hearts of the men who 
must handle it. 

'Ihe manual eays it will do 
about 40 miles per hour wi a 
paved road. Therefoi-e. (he 
new Leopard still had a full 
three m.p.h. left on the clock 
when the military police 


pulled over the 46-ton behe¬ 
moth in a 21-m.p.h. ^cmc on 
the base here recenty. 

Maj.-Gcn. Ramsey Withers, 
commander. Canadian Forces 
in Europe, says "the RCDs 
were so happy with the per¬ 
formance they’ll pay the fine 
— if there is one — out of reg- 
mental funds." 

The RCDs, when they go on 
manoeuvres here, Uterally 
dance the Leopard at eveiy 
opportunity. Instead of jam¬ 
ming one track and accelera¬ 
ting the other to turn, a driver 
can turn his tank in its own 
shadow by reversing tracks 
a clutch system. 

The crews appreciate the 
fact ’ that the Leopard con¬ 
sumes diesel fuel at a rate at 
two miles to the gallon. Tliis 
means the Leopard can travel 
on the same fuel carried for 
most other transport. 

And, even at a miserly two 
m.p.g.. it's better than the 
Centurion which guzzles gaso¬ 
line at the rate of three gal¬ 
lons for every mile. 

^\Jso, tlie Leo|>ard has a 
much lower silhouette than 
the ^year*<rtd Centurion, 
•■presenting a smaller tar¬ 
get.” the book says. 

Disc brakes mean the Leop¬ 
ard can be stopped in her own 
length at to^ speed. The auto¬ 
matic transmission provides 


lour forward speeds and two 
reverse. The new torsion-bar 
suspension irons out ' the 
bun)p8 in fast cross-country 
travel. 

But the crews are finding 
problems. 

At stow speed over rough 
terrain, the new suspension 
system causes the tank to 
rock like a cradle. And inside 
the coffin confines ot that 
shuddering turret is no place 
to become seasick. 

There is so little room

But there he was. sitting in 
the Forum dining room after 
a IGngs workout, talking 
baseball with a reporter. 

T was a Dodger fan ever 
since I can remeniber.’' 
Dionne said. “Like when Kou- 
fax and all those guys were 
playing. I met Maury Wllte. 
They were my favorite team, 
but T always liked the Yan¬ 
kees. too. Roger Maris and 
Mickey Mantle and Tony 
Kubek and ...“ 

“Mow’d you become at¬ 
tached to the Dcxlgers?” 
Dionne was asked. 

I thought Ihey 
always' Kad an" exciting 
team.” he said. “I guess it 
was because of Maury TtlUs. 
\Vhen he got on base .. 

”Is baseball your favorite 
sport outside hockey?” ttie re¬ 
porter asked. 

“I would say If I could play 
baseball I would like bas^all 
better ^than hockey.” Dionne 
said. 

“Why is that?” 

*‘ln baseball it’s so impor¬ 
tant to be a good individual 
player. When a ball was hit at 
Maury Wills he was the only 
guy who was going to make 
the play. He was by himself. 
In hockey, you make a little 
pa|8 and the guy scores. But 
in baseball a guy comes, up 
and hits a home run and 
that’s him. That’s himself. 
Nobody’s going to help him. 
The double play — sure, that 
tains a combination, ^t I 
think in baseball it’s more 
you by yourself. There are 
other sports like that. Golf. 
You’re the only guy there." 

“You mean like in hockey 
you make a mistake and 
somebody can cover for 
you?” the reporter asked. 

“That’s right.” Dionne said. 
"And in hockey you alw-ays 
need a pass or you need 
somebody to do it.”

Don't get Dionne wrong. 
Hockey makes him a quarter 
of a million a year and he’e 
not campaigning for its aboli¬ 
tion. Di fact, as he told sports 
author Bill IiM>y recently, 
he’s rather fond of it “I think 
only hockey in season.” 
Dionne said. ”1 go home and 
give myself to my family but 
inside hockey is always with 
me. I live for tl)e coming 
game ... As long as they 
allow me to remain a boy. 
playing a great game for a 
good living, how can I com¬ 
plain?” 

But now that he’s settled in 
the area he'll be getting out to 
see the Dodgers. He’s already 
become a Laker fan. 

With the poetrible exception 
of goaltend^ Rogle Vachon, 
Dkmne is the best player the 
Kings ever had. Already this 
season he has scored more 
than 109 points, an achieve¬ 
ment on the order of batting 
.323 or driving in more than 
109 runs. 

Dionne is built along the 
lines of an oil drum. At 5-7 
and 183 pounds, he is w^t a 
muscular 6-footer-would look 
like after getting hit on the 
head by a falling safe. 

He is one ot the fastest skat¬ 
ers in the National Hockey 
League and changes direc¬ 
tions like a pinball, only with¬ 
out hitting anything. He is one 
of the few athletes who actu¬ 
ally deserves the prodigally 
bestowed billing of superstar. 

Dionne. 25. was bom in 
Drummondvilie, Que., a most¬ 
ly French-speaking town 
about 60 miles northeast ct 
Montreal. He is the eldest c4 
eight children and his father 
is a foreman at a steel plant 
to which he has commuted, 35 
milts each way, since Marcel 
was a child. 

Dionne took up skating at 
two. He cauid^t on quickly and 
by 10 or 11 was skating circles 
and assorted other patterns 
around kids 13 and 14. 

“I played all sports,” he 
said. "I’m pretty good at 
everythir^ I do in sports. I 
uas playing baseball until I 
was 18 and had to give it up 
because of the danger of inju¬ 
ry. And my chances in base¬ 
ball — well, the American 
kids are so far ahead of you 
there's no chance.” 

So he went into junior hock¬ 
ey, playing for St. Catharines 
of the Ontario Hockey Associ¬ 
ation and twice leading the 
league in total points. At St. 
Catharines he became fluent 
In English, which he now 
speaks almost as fast as he 
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skates, and he met Carole 
Gaudet, who wxxild become 
Marcel Dionne. 

The Detroit Red Wings 
drafted Dionne on the first 
ixKind in 1971. 

T called my dad from 
training camp.” he said, “and 
told him. T’m afraid I can’t 
make it. The other guys are a 
lot bigger. I’m not mos'ing 
around, not doing things.' 1 
knew I could skate but I was 
I'eal scared.” 

He stuck with the Red 
Wings and never played a day 
in the minors. ”I wish X could 
heve,” he said. *T think they 
went through a period, those ' 
guys who did. so they appreci¬ 
ate the NHL. The minor 
leagues, the travel, it’s a 
tough life. 'This way I got 
spetied. right? When they talk 
about the places they’ve gone. 
I've never seen them and it 
bothers me. They laugh so 
much. 1 laugh, too. but 1 can’t 
get in t^xopy^natiop,” 
T^ether he was spoiled, or 
just immature. Dionne found 
he couldn’t skate fast enough 
to overtake hai^iiness In De¬ 
troit. He was called tempera¬ 
mental, selfish. He had a lot 
uf goals, but a lot of prob¬ 
lems. too. including some with 
Ned Harkness. thm Detroit’s 
general manager, '\t1ien 
Dionne played out his option 
and joined the Kings before 
last season, somebody said he 
would be L.A.‘s Moses. 

“Marcel Dionne is no 
Moses,” Harkness said. “The 
only tablets be should bring 
down are aspirin tablets be¬ 
cause with him around ... 
the Kings are going to ne^ 
plenty of them.” 

W’ell. since Dionne's arriN'al 
the Kings have won no Stan¬ 
ley Cups, but their need of 
aspirin is scarcely as desper¬ 
ate as Detroit's. While no 
threat to sweep the playoffs, 
the Kings are in the upper 
half of the league in points 
and the Red Wings, having 
unloaded their alleged head¬ 
ache, are in the sewer. 

Dionne complained some 
last season ab^t the travel 
(the Kings, being a W'est 
Coast team, probably fly tens 
of thousands of miles more 
than the Red Wings) but he 
seemed otherwise pleased 
■* with his new address. For one 
thing, he got into the playoffs, 
something he hadn’t done in 
four seascHis at Detroit. 

‘T was alwa>-8 fascinated 
with Los Angeles,” he said.

B.C. plea 
will go 
to unity talks 

liberal leader Gordon Gib¬ 
son will take a plea for the 
eliminatitm of discriminatory 
tariH against B.C. to a con¬ 
ference on national unity in 
Toronto. 

The conference opens today 
and continues until Sunday. 

UliUe the main goal of the 
conference was to discuss 
ix'ays and means of promoting 
national unity, GilMon said 
there wasn’t much point in 
discussing that issue until 
some specific efforts were 
made to clear away matters 
creating disunity. 

“The tariff 8truch« Is’even 
B.C.’s main grievance in Oon- 
federation. he said. “It costs 
each man. woman and child 
in British Columbia at least 
$300 a year, and it is a useless 
cost. The Economic Council 
has now decided that the tar¬ 
iff structure is also a bad 
thing for Canada as'a whole. 
It should be phased out as 
quickly as iiossible, reducing 
consumer costs, rather than 
increasing them as does the 
latest exercise in proteo 
tionism on clothing and tex¬ 
tiles.” 

Gibson said he would also 
be pushing for an “elected 
constitutional conference” to 
rewrite the Canadian constitu¬ 
tion. 

“The strains on national 
unity are such that it Is clear 
that our constitution needs re^ 
writing from scratch." he 
said. “We need a bill of rights 
that means something and a 
new distribution of powers be¬ 
tween regions and the central 
government. We need some 
constitutional recognition of 
local govemmMit." 

Gib^ said he didn’t expect 
to win all his points because 
“all (rf these reforms will- in¬ 
terfere with current little em¬ 
pires. and will have to be 
brought about by the people’s 
representatives elected for 
that purpose." 

But he said at least a start

The biggest crisis 
of smallest people

“When the tall trees are 
felled and the water is fouled, 
death ccmies to the world,** 
say the Efe i^^ies of the 
Iturl forest in Zaire. 

Unfortunately, the tall trees 
are bedng felled in the name, 
of progress in this land of rain 
forests that was <mce the Bel¬ 
gian Congo. Without the trees 
lor protection, the pygmies 
are being exposed to the with¬ 
ering tropio^ sun. According 
to Jean-Pierre Hallet, their 
self-appointed protector, they 
are suffering from disease and 
starvation. 

. At the turn of the century, 
there were perhaps '^,000 of 
the small people in the Ituri 
forest. By 1950 there were 
only 25,000, and in 1S70 on\y 
15.000. Today Hallet estimates 
that only about 9,500 pure- 
blooded pgymies remain. 

Since 1972 the 6 foot 3 in^h 
Hallet has been devoting his 
life to saving these people, 
whom he calls the oldest of 
the earth’s children. 

A Belgian, he was bom at 
the edge of tlie Ituri forest, 
where his father was a well- 
l<nown local artist. He learned 
the language and cust<xns of 
his py^ny playmates until he 
was sent away to school. 

After graduating from the 
Senhonne in 1947 with a de¬ 
gree in soil science he was ap¬ 
pointed by the Congo’s Bel¬ 
gian administration to serve | 
as a liaison to 17 tribes repre¬ 
senting €50,000 pe<^le. “Dur- i 
ing dtat period. I did every- I 
thing from delivering babies I 
to diagnosing plant diseases,** I 
he says. 

But in 1S37. Hallet ac¬ 
complished a feat for which 
he was called “the Abe Lin- | 
coin ot ttie Congo*' by ttie U.S. ' 
magazine Sepia. He obtained | 
an emancipation proclamation ' 
from the Nande chief’s of die 
Beni people which gave full 
freedom to the pygmies. For 
more than 200 years these lit¬ 
tle people, whose average 
heij^t is atxMit 4 foot 6 inches, 
had been enslaved by their 
taller neighbors. 

After obtain!]^ their eman¬ 
cipation, Hallet decided to 
spend 18 months living with 
the pygmies in their environ¬ 
ment The knowledge he ob¬ 
tained about their way of life 
has been translated into two 
books — Congo Kitabu and 
Pygmy Kitabu — and a docu¬ 
mentary film. 

In his first book Hallet ob¬ 
served that the pygmies had 
lived in perfect harmemy with 
their forest world. “They 
gathered, hunted, and c<xv- 
sumed cmly what Aey needed, 
and never killed an animal or 
even a plant without reason.” 

While he was with them 
Hallet also became more 
aware of die problems of 
these gentle people. Bantu 
and Sudanese plantations 
were usurping dieir land. 
Tourists were coming In 
bringing peanuts, cigarettes, 
and sugar. *1716 pygmies 
began succumbing to new dis¬ 
eases. 

To fend off starvation. Hal¬ 
let began showing Ms friends, 
who for centuries had been 
nomads, how to plant crops 
tor survival. Even today Afri¬ 
can tribes ccMisider planted 
fields of com and manioc 
sacred and will not destroy 


them. Now com fields and 
bananas are planted in the 
forest to help protect the re¬ 
maining trees. 

The children learned their 
roles from direct imitatiem. 
The boys were taken on tiie 
hunt and could climb im¬ 
mense trees by the age of 
two. Small girls and their 
mothers, working together, 
dammed the rivers to catch 
crabs and crayfish. In be¬ 
tween times ttey celebrated 
weddings and births with spe¬ 
cial dances and music. 

Hallet has recorded much of 
their life in his film as well as 
many of their proverbs, such 
as: "If you give a piece of 
your heart to things that you 
own, you cannot love people 
with all your heart. You be¬ 
come the slave of the things 
you own. We love and take 
care of people, not things.” 

Wlien Hallet is asked why 
he spends so much time try¬ 
ing to «ave the Efe, be re-, 
plies, “1 learn so much from 
them.’* He exi^ains that al¬ 
though people refer to them 
as primitive, they do not 
practise cannibalism, human 
sacrifice, mutilation, sorcery, 
or initiation ordeals, or in¬ 
deed, any of the other cruel 
customs associated with equa¬ 
torial Africa. 

^Vhenever there is a hunt, 
the hunters bring the meat 
back to camp where it is 
shared among all die 
members of the groiq>. hi 


times past, the game not 
eaten until a bit of meat had 
been tossed into the air. or 
wrapped in a leaf £md placed 
in the fork of a nearby tree 
while a prayer was said. 

Hallet says this custom, 
which is no longer performed, 
was to let Tore, or God, know 
ttie pygmies do not tate their 
food for granted. 

While liviDg with them, Hal¬ 
let taught the i^^gmies, who 
had been considered un- 
tcachable, how to read and 
write and do simple arithmet¬ 
ic. This gives them a chance 
to compete on a more equal 
looting with their neighbors. 

hi order to raise the money 
to purchase the hoes, seeds, 
and many other implements 
uixm which they are now de¬ 
pendent, Hallet has started a 
fund for the pygmies. Each ' 
year he leads safaris to Afri- I 
va and then returns to his 
Iriends in the Ituri forest. He 
is also selling his art collec¬ 
tion, which he amassed dur¬ 
ing his period of eervice in 
the Congo, to raise money fur 
them. j 

"We have one last opportu¬ 
nity to preserve a people who 
would otherwise disappear — 
a people whose simple wis¬ 
dom, reflected in peaceful 
human relationships, family 
unity, and total harmony wift 
nature, should encourage us 
to think about and seek a re- 
aiistk; compromise widi our 
own often blind technology.”

A singing, jeering crowd of 
200 RailWest workers, wives, 
and children waited Oiree 
hour* in (he rain to meet Pre> 
mier Bennett Wednesday. 

'I'he stm was shining when 
he finally emerged from the 
Legislative Buildings shortly 
before .^:30 p.m. txil the mes¬ 
sage he carried did little for 
the mood of the group which 
was protesting the jKwsiblp 
closure of (he Squamish rail¬ 
car manufacturing plant. 

The group arrivM in frujr 
buses sround m>on. formed 
into orderly rsnk.s and, led by 
a guitar player, sang home- 
written songs about their 
plight while chanting between 
numbers: "We want Bennett, 
we want Bennett." 

Bennett had agreed to meet 


sn eight-person delegation in 
his office and refused to meet 
the main crowd until ha had 
the opportunity to discuss the 
issues with group leaders. 

The workers are concerned 
that once the current order of 
]U() ballast cars are complet¬ 
ed, the plant will be forced to 
cirtae and its 2^ workers 
thiX)WTi <HJl of work. 

Bennett, having won his 
point to meet with leaders 
hrst in his office, told the 
crowd he was still hopeful the 
government could attract a 
further order of 900 ballast 
cars to keep the plant going 
while the seal"ch for more 
orders continued. 

He also promised to travel 
to Squamish cm Saturday “or 
early ne.xt we^” to deliver 
the verdict on the 300-car 
order to the community him¬ 


self. "And I ho(>t aincereiy 
that 1 can bring you good 
news at that time," he said. 

WTiile the noisy crowd re¬ 
ceived his message in silence 
and api)ear^ pleased to chat 
with the premier informally 
afterward, many of the 
workers expressed disappoint¬ 
ment becau.se he declined to 
make a |K)sitive promise to 
keep the plant functioning. 

Before Bennett’s arriyal, 
the crowd had grown restless 
during Its cold, wet wait. 
"Why wf)n’t he i-ome out?" 
one of the organizers asked. 
"He won’t even walk 150 feet 
to talk to us and we*vft come 
all the bloody way from Squa- 
miih." 

Shortly before 2 p.m. Ben¬ 
nett’s press secretary, John 
Arnett, emerged to ta)k to

“Iliese people have«ome a 
long way to talk to him or to 
listen to him," he aaid.

Arnett suggested that 
Quaife, or other appointed 
spokesmen, would make the 
point better themselves in the 
premier’s office and It was 
eventually agreed that a dele¬ 
gation would meet with Ben¬ 
nett immediately after the 
question period in the Legisla¬ 
ture. 

Before (he question period. 
Bennett told the house that 
the government and the board 
of directors for B.C. Railway, 
parent company of the manu¬ 
facturing plant, were doing all 
in their power to keep the 
plant functioning. But he said 
little could be done until the 
federal government agreed to 
place a Canadian National 
Railways boxcar or ballast- 
car order with the "only friant 
of its kind Ip western CanR- 
da.” 

.So far the federal govern¬ 
ment has placed all Its rail- 
car orders with eastern Cana¬ 
dian manufacturers.

Slocan) greatly. 

King aaked Davis the direct 
question in the Legislature: 
"Are you aware of the direc¬ 
torships he holds and is the 
situation acceptable to you?" 

"Yes." Davis answered. 

Outside the house. King said 
he was "strongly of the opin¬ 
ion diat anyone in a position 
of political trust as significant 
as the ciiairmanship of B.C. 
Hydro has an obligation io 
free himself from associations 
wi^ companies that can bene¬ 
fit substantially by deciiiona 
made by the utility." 

King said Bonner was a 
director of Montreal Trust 
and that the trust company 
owned a significant number of 
shares In 'Mac>nilan Bloedei. 
He added that MB at it* Al- 
berni and Powell River plants 
was the largest single elec¬ 
tricity purchaser in the prov¬ 
ince. 

King alao noteii .that Mon¬ 
treal Trust was one nt the 
companies involved in the re¬ 
cent saie-leaseback deal on 
B.C. Ferries. 


Before becoming an MIJV, 
(>ibaon was for several years 
an assistant In Prime Min¬ 
ister Trudeau's office in Otta¬ 
wa. 

Since its creation by the 
New Democratic Party ad¬ 
ministration, RailWest has 
built rolling stock only for its 
own operation. "It ia a sad 
fact that if has never secured 
an order outside ot the B.C. 
Rail operation," Bennett said. 

William King (NDP — Re- 
velstoke-Slocan) said he was 
surprised that Bennett was 
making statements on the 
OHnpany rather than Eco¬ 
nomic Devel(^^ent Minister 
I^nnald Phill'qis. And he chas¬ 
tised the premier for failing 
to clearly promise that the 
plant w^d continue to 
o|>erate even If only to stock¬ 
pile cars for future use. 

King also wanted to know 
why the government was 
building rail cars then "leas¬ 
ing them on a short-term 
basis to other railroads until 
BC3R needs them.” 

Gibson warned that closure 
of the plant would have dras¬ 
tic effects on the town of 
Squamish. 

"Th^rf- are. 285 .lobs In- j 
volved and that ^mounts to 15 | 
per cent of the total economy 
of Squamish," he said. He 
want^ to know what had 
happened to the various sub¬ 
sides promised the plant by 
the federal and provincial 
governments. 

The federal government has 
otfered a subsidy of 15,000 a 
car, the provincial govern¬ 
ment ha.s also promised a 
subsidy but has never set a 
figure. 

Bennett claims the figure 
was "left open to prevent any¬ 
one from sliding out from an 
agreement on the grounds 
that (he provincial subsidy 
wasn’t high enough." Gtbeon

RailWest came Into produc¬ 
tion in March. 1975. It is ane 
of the most modem railway 
car manufacturing plants in 
North America but so far has 
been unable to bid against 
longer-established plants on 
the otwn market. 


CVmservative leader (Oak 
Bay) tried again Wednesday 
in the l^egislature to get a 
commitment from the govern¬ 
ment that ferry lares would 
be reduced — and again 
failed. 

Wallace started witti a ques¬ 
tion to Premier Bennett. He

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New camera 
for dentists 


LONDON, Out (CP) — A 
United Statee dental re- 
aearcher haa developed an 
ultraviolet camera that can 
detect tooth decay two yean 
befote k becoeoM visible. 

Ihe camera was devdoped 
by Dr. Israel Kleinberg. (oiv 
merly of University ct Mani> 
toba and now chalnnan ct the 
oral biolosy and pathology de¬ 


partment at the State univer¬ 
sity of Stonybrook, N.Y., said 
Dr. John Gwinnett, an as¬ 
sociate professor in the de¬ 
partment Gwinnett formerly 
a dental researcher at Unlver* 
city of Western Ontario, said 
the ultra-violet camera can 
spot tooth decay at such an 
early stage that measures to 


reverse the decay can be 
taten. 

He was in London to discuss 
the camera at a conference of 
the International Associatioa 
tor Dental Hesearcfa. 

Woiic on the camera is still 
experimental Gwinnett said, 
but it has already been shown 
that it can detect d^tal pla¬ 
que — the forerunner of tooth 


decay — which is left behind 
even after careful cleaning by 
a dental hygienist 

He said the iriaque is'depo¬ 
sited in predictable patterns, 
“almost Uke a fingeimm'’ 
for an individual. 

Ihe ultra-vk4et camera 
would not replace x-ray pho¬ 
tography, which must still be 
used to examine areas the 


camera cannot see but it 
could find areas of early 
decay and locate potential dis¬ 
ease-producing ot^anisma. 

Early decay areas can be 
treated with concentrated 
tootiqnste or flouride while 
the ultra-viol^ technique can 
also be used to show patients 
whether the way they clean 
thdr teeth is successful.

I've averaged at least one in¬ 
terview a day with either a 
newspaperman, a radio sta¬ 
tion. or a television personali¬ 
ty,” she cOTtinued. “Actually 
I’m up every day at six in the 
morning. Then I jog for an 
hour, get breakfast for my 
four kids, and head for the d- 
flee.” 

What Nancy and the Break¬ 
ers are shooting for. besides a 
winning team of course, is an 
average attendance of 2,900 
for ttieir 18 home games. 
Ticket prices around the 
league average 83.25.

However, it’s proba¬ 
bly going to take three years 
of promotion, advertising, and 
selling before the Breakers 
actually make any nxmey.

As a girl, Gloria Osborn 
never thought much about 
(k^s but her hou.se is now full 
of them. 

Osborn, a self-proclaimed 
“tomboy” while growing up, 
said she started (^llecting 
dolls for the first time nine 
years ago after diwovering 
<X)e at a house sale. 

Upon researching the his¬ 
tory of the doll throu^ books, 
.she learned it was a German 
bisque (hard earthenware) 
doll that date<i from 1^. 

!ihe started g(ring to doU 
shows and shops, resulting in 
an astonishing collection of 
several hundred dolls of all 
shafies. sizes and ages. 

Many dolls in her busque- 
era collecticai (1880-1930) wear 
vintage outfits created by Os¬ 
born. who spends her days 
sewing clothes and repainng 
miniature “playthings." 

But dolls are not necessun- 
ly playthings. Osborn said. 
“IMiether a child has played 
with a doll or not doesn’t 
make any difference. To me a 
dull must have moveable 
arms. legs and, head, other¬ 
wise it is a figurine.” 

Dolls have been in e?ostence 


for years. Kii^ end queens 
were sent fashion dolls as 
presents in the 14lh Century. 
In fact, at first most dolls 
belonged to grown-ups. ’Then, 
by about dolls became 

children's toys. Until 1870 
American girls plajed with 
Uolts that locked like grown- 
111 ) ladies. 

However, yiarung in 1900. 
manufacturers made dolls 


that locked like babies. Ger¬ 
many and France made the 
best dolls at this time, accord¬ 
ing to Osborn. 

Dolls were made out of bis¬ 
que, celluloid, cloth and wood. 
'Hie voidest doll in Osborn's 
collection is a Nvoodtn Europe¬ 
an male, dating from the 
1770s. 

Her dolls I'ange in sb^ from 
one inch to 33 inches tall. 


Some of the bigger ones were 
used as mannequins in store 
windows. 

“You very rarely find a doll 
in iU original dress and wig,” 
she said. ”So, w4ien I get a 
new doll I look in books to 
lind out what the vintage 
dress of the day was. then I 
set out to find old materials 
(silks arKl cotton laces) to 
make the outfit. (Doll hair 


usually comes from goats or 
humans.) 

”l’d rather make a ddl out¬ 
fit than go out and just buy 
it.” 

Osborn said personallty- 
typt ddls have always bem 
popular among collectors. 

In her collection she hat 
dolls resembling Fanny Brice. 
HoAsrdy Doody, Judy Garland 
and Shirley Temple.

Saliva substance 
may cut cavities

searchers at the State Untver* 
sity at New York at Stcny 
Brook have Isolated a sub¬ 
stance in human saliva that 
appears to protect against the 
formation of cavitiei. The 
work raises the possibility 
that this substance^ which the 
researchers have named “Sia- 
lin,” might eventually be used 
in mouthw'ash. chewing gum. 
toothpaste and even candy to 
help fight tooth decay. 

Dr. Israel Kliunbeig. charb 
man of Stony Brook's depart¬ 
ment of oral biology and pa* 
thology. said that denitets 
have long known fiiat saliva 
plays a role in the prevention 
at tooth decay. 

Fbr example, the saliva 
^ands can atrophy or dry up 
in persons undergoing radia¬ 
tion therapy for head and 
throat cancers. In such cases, 
where little saliva is imv 
duced, the rate of cavity for¬ 
mation . i v^£ -idgnififr-

Guegts throw 
in the towels 

MESCPHIS Tenn. (AP) — 
Officials of Holiday Inn were 
surprised at the response to a 
plea for the return of towels 
"borrowed” by guests. About 
4.300 towels were returned — 
no questi<ms asked to about 
300 ^liday Inns on Saturday, 
and almost 51,100 is being 
donated to the Easter Seal So¬ 
ciety in return.

The major factor in tooth 
decay is plaque—bacterial de¬ 
posits on the teeth that act 
upon sugar and certain eaxbo 
hj^rates to foirn acid. The 
acid then eats away at the 
tooth enamel. little craters or 
cavities are fom^. Klein-, 
berg said that Stalin acts to 
neutralize excess acid as tt is 
produced by bacteria. 

SiaUn’ efficacy has been 
idxTwn in laboratoiy tests that 
recreate the environment of 
the mouth, Kleinberg said, 
but it has not been proved yet 
in larg o -scale animal tests or 
in clinical tests on humans. 

Dr. wmarn Bowen, chief of 
research on cavity prevoition 
for the Natknal Instttufo at 
Dental RMoarch, said that 
Kleinberg'g project ”ls a very 
interesting line of attack and 
SM that wtn «a(ftintn^ tci 
f^ded.” Kleinberg has a 
5^7,000 grant fran the insti¬ 
tute to coifduct the research. 

If Slalln is present in saliva, 
why do we get cavities? 
Kleinberg said that sugar-rich 
diets ovenvhelm the faody^s 
natural supplies of the sub¬ 
stance. 

Also, some people may have 
a natural deficiency of SiaUn. 
Since the substance can be 
made synthetically, Kleinberg 
said, it is possible that it 
could be pla<^ into chewing 
gum, mouthwash and other 
products to augment the 
body’s natural supply. SiaUn, 
a small molecule called a 
peptide, is odorless, colorless 
and tasteless. 

Kleinberg said it may also 
be possible to use Sialin as in 
ad^tive to soft drinks and 
candy to <rffset the effects of 
their sugars. 

The need for artificial sweet- 
^>ers. such as saccharin, 
might be bypassed. "In effect, 
you might be able to have 
your cake and eat it too,” 
Kleinberg said. 

Sialin compdimenta the ac¬ 
tion of fluoride, a chemical 
that makes teeth less soluble 
to add. The two substances 
"might provide a one-two 
punch against cavities,” 
Klednberg said. He does not

Sdiaenr aaid he would teve 
predicted the slides that killed 
four skiers in the bugaboos 
near Gulden, two near Lake 
Louise, Alta., and one at Pen¬ 
ticton. 

T think these avalanches 
were triggered by skiers, it 
needs only a little push and 
stress and the snow will go. 
The ptoblem is, many more 
slopes like these are waiting 
to go." 

The snows in B.C. and Al¬ 
berta mountains had ac¬ 
cumulated this year in we'ak, 
loose layers, be said. 

"It's explosive to the moun¬ 


tains right now because, until 
now, skiing has been slow this 
year," he said. "Now that we 
have some snow, pec^le want 
to go into the back areas to 
gef at it. I recommend that 
anyone who does go out in the 
back areas be careful. 

Investigations into this 
year's avalanches are con¬ 
tinuing.

Thxpayvrs In Sidney won’t 
be paying ftir a mayoral chain 
of office, eftimated at about 
$ 1 , 000 . 

But Sidney council will con- 
iiider asking for public con¬ 
tributions to pay for the silver 
rham which will be designed 
by the Victoria artist wtio 
made the chains of crffice for 
Saanich and Victoria. 

Mayor Dick Leigh an¬ 
nounced at Monday’s full 
(ommittee meeting that he 
wxiuld pledge the first $100 to¬ 
ward buying the chain, al¬ 
though Aid. Ross Martin said 
he regarded the chain as "an¬ 
other acquisition for the town. 
Hka a new typewriter, «ily 
It’s not as useful." 

Leigh appeared ruffled by 
Martin's comment, and said 
he thought a chain of office 

think we ha\?e wear il 
every night, though.” Ixigh 
aaid. 


Aid. Eleanor Sowerby 
suggevitcd that council 
"enlist" service clubs to raise 
money for the chain, but Aid. 
Jerry Trega&kis said that, as 
a member of a service club 
himself, he didn’t think the 
chain qualified as a communi¬ 
ty service. 

"is there any way people in 
the community could be asked 
to contribute to this?” So- 
werto^ asked. 

Municipal clerk Geoff 
Logan told council there wm.s 
the possibility that the artist 
wx>uld have to be paid, even if 
council decided not to buy the 
chain. 

"itTiethcr he would give us 
a bill tor his time spent de¬ 
signing it. I don’t know. It 
remains to be seen." Logan . 
said. 

Before the meeting Ijogan 
was asked if a chain of office 
donated during former 


mayor Air Freeman's term 
of otfii-e belonged to !''ree- 
man, as his widow and son.s 
maintain, or to the town of 
Sidney, as several aldermen 
maintain. 

Logan said records and 
minutes kept during that time 
(1966 to 1969) were scanty, 
and were not kept on file. He 
said during the meeting, how¬ 
ever. that the chain was don¬ 
ated to Freeman, during his 
term as mayor. 

In response to a statement 
by Sidney Aid. Ross Martin 
that Freeman’s widow refuses 
to return the chain, Barry 
Freeman said last week the 
chain was given to his father 
for his accomplishments a.<L 
mayor. He said the current 
Sidney o^imcti deosn’^ "Tna^ 
anything." 

At Monday’s meeting Tre- 
gaskis called Freeman’s de- 
scripticHi of council an insult. 


Ihe separation of Quebec 
from Canada would result in 
■ violent "Pakistani type of 
situation." provincial Con¬ 
sumer and Corporate Affairs 
NTinister Rafe Mair warned a 
Saanich Social Oedit meeting

Mair addressed hi.s pre¬ 
scription . for Canadian unity 
to about 70 Social Qrediters in 
Saanich, and the audience, 
which opened the meeting by 
singing an unaccompanied 
versioii of O Canada, rerpond- 
ed with an e^ctended ovation.

Canada." he said. 

He said former Ontario pre¬ 
mier John Rnbarts had the 
answer when he said that 
unity could not be achieved on 
a “p r e m i e r -1 o - premier 
level." Mair suggested Cana¬ 
dians tell Quebecers. "Hey. 
we’re all Canadians, we can’t 
let 110 years go down the flue 
because of a few personal dif¬ 
ferences." 

Mair said the "only hope" 
is to allow debate and to "let 
it all hang out" He told his 
audience that iftte Social Credit 
government Is Ctoiadian and 
that B.C intends to stay in 
Canada.

Garden Notes 


t have been spending quite 
a hit (tf time and column 
•pace fin meei thia spring 
why yen should plant them, 
whm to plant, where to plant 
and n4utt kinds to plant. After 
all tWs theorizing. It is about 
time we got down to the nitty- 
gritty erf HOW to plant a rose. 

The first instruction I ever 
had on rose planting came 
from an old Soottlih gar^ 
dener. a paries employee who 
had had bis professional train¬ 
ing in Kdinburgh's world- 
famous botanic garden. 

He insisted that I take out a 
circular bole some 24 inches 
acroaac and S inches deep. In 
the middle of this flat^hot- 
tomed hole. I was taught to 
build a moimd of beaten soil. 

The idea was to sit the 
mush up on Ms mound with 
the roots spread out evenly 
around the drcle. radiating 
'’outward and sloping gently 
downward from the centre, 
then (ill in over the roots and 
make very firm. 

I used this method for many 
years and passed the informa¬ 
tion along in my column until. 
several years ago. I realized 
on wnw 

mercially-grnwn 'rnaes had 


changed radically sinca my 
younger days. 

The packaged roses we buy 
nowadays don’t have roots ra¬ 
diating outward in all direc¬ 
tions from the centra — they 
grow more or less in a bunch, 
all pointing In one direction. 

I don’t know what the mod¬ 
em commercial rose grower 
does to his plants to get the 
roots hunch^ up and slewing 
off in one direction only — I 
suppose it is to make packag¬ 
ing easier — but It certainly 
complicates the planting. No 
matter how you fiddle with 
the roots, you .H»t can’t get 
them spread out evenly, like 
the spokes of a nrfwel. 

I was still puosllng over this 
when I ran across a magazine 
article by a noted Canadian 
e?qjert. Per^ Wright of Sas¬ 
katoon, advocating the plant¬ 
ing of roses on the slant, in a 
squarish hole with a sloping 
bottom. 

I^ter. while browsing 
through the Royal Horticul¬ 
tural Society’s excellent hand¬ 
book on roses. I found the 
same on-the-alant method rec¬ 
ommended by ¥. F Fair- 
brothe.r, jiresident of Britain's 
Nati^al iRoss Society. 


Now, when two such emi¬ 
nent rosahans as Wright and 
Fairbrother hit upon the same 
planting technique while 
wra'kinK independently half a 
worid apart, the mtiiiod must 
have merit. 

I tried if. and I find tt much 
mi've effective than the older 
upright planting. 

The idea is to take out a 
rectangular hole 18 inches 
long 12 Inches wide, and 
with a sloping bottom. 4 
inches deep at the shallow 
end to 9 inches deep at the 
bottom. Any long or strag¬ 
gling roots are shortened and 
any damaged ones are cut 
away. 

The plant Is held at the 
shallow end of the hole, with 
the graft union well beknv soil 
level, and the roots are 
spread out as evenly as possi¬ 
ble, sloping downward over 
the floor of the hole. With 
everything In position, filling 
in can commence. 

Generally speaking, the soil 
excavated from a planting 
hole is sridom good enough to 
put back in “as Is." T like to 
mix my fill-ln soil with dam¬ 
pened peat moss, one part 
peat to three parts soil, to¬ 
gether, 4 »lug, 


bone meal, about IH cupfuls 
for each rose. 

When the filling-ln Is about 
two-thirds c.ompieted, st/vp 
and pour in a couple of puai^ 
at transplanting or "starter 
solution. Plain water wouW 
serve actually, for the malff. 
purpose of this drench la M 
bring the toll Into very close 
contact with the rcx»ts, which 
ft does mu(^ more effectively 
than firming with the feet.

Mayba hiT 
did have a billion doHars, but 
when he got his lawyer's hill- 
for drawing up his will he wss 
left with only 8168 million." 

"Of course, that’s the an¬ 
swer," I said. "All of us are 
mad at Howard when It's re¬ 
ally his lawyers we should ha 
suing."

In today's ambitious slam. 
Dennis Hesthaven of Lex¬ 
ington. Ky. overcame a few 
trouliles of his own before he 
found success. And as dad's 
daughter implied. ‘Mf you 
can't find a close-in spot, one 
must settle for whatever is 
available.” 

North's unusual decision to 
bid two clubs instead of one 
spade had a strong effect on 
tne bidding. South gave in¬ 
flated values to his “good 
club fit” and void in spades 
and decided to gamble on a 
slam. 

Dummy played the spade 

a ueen to trick one and 
eclarer ruffed East’s spade 
ace. The trump king was 
cashed and a club was led to 
dummy's king and East’s ace. 
East returned the trump 
seven to South's eight and 
when West discard^, that 
was very bad news. Dummy's 
only entry was the trump ace 
ana there was much work to 
be done to bring in both 
minor suits. 

After much thought, 
declarer correctly concluded 
that he could make the hand 
only if East had a singleton or 
doubleton diamond king. If 
so. he could create another 
vital entry to dummy, but the 
timing had to be praise. 

Declarer won his trump 
eight and drew East's last 
trump by leading a trump to 
dummy's ace. ‘fhe winning 
diamond finesse was taken 
with declarer’s jack and the 
ace of diamonds brought 
good news from East as the 
diamond king dropped. 

As the cards were, all 
declarer had to do tyas to 
cross to dummy's diamond 
qSeen and take a winning 
Club finesse. Howeve^ since 
this would loise the slam if 
East had started with four 
cluhs. declarer first ran all

Greater Victoria school dis- 
tiict has afi^lied to the educa¬ 
tion ministiy for funds to ex¬ 
pand its French program, in¬ 
cluding development of a new 
immersion program in the 
Gordon Head area. 

The district wants to ex¬ 
pand its immersion program 
at Willows School to Grade 4 
(and a second section to 
Grade 2), and to expand its 
bilingual program at Qover- 
dale School to Grade 4. 

A second project, a French 
immersion st^Kwl in the Gor^ 
don Head area, would meet 
the demands of “the profes¬ 
sional element ^%hlch is locat¬ 
ed in the Gordon Head area 
who have been particularly 
vocal in their request for this 
program,” a memorandum 
prepared by the district’s cur¬ 
riculum department says. 

It MMXikl also meet the 


needs of the University of Vic¬ 
toria for a nearby school 
which could be used hx* teach¬ 
er U'aining in French immer¬ 
sion education. 

Present plans call for es¬ 
tablishing two sectiems of

Total cost of the programs 
would come to $269,^.52, the 
curriculum department es¬ 
timated. Because many of (he 
projects are eligible for 50 per 
cent financing from the feder¬ 
al government, the cost to the 
district will be lower. 

In fact, when one considers 
that if the students were 
enrolled in regular classes the 
district would be responsible 
fur all salaries, texts and 
other costs, the French Lan¬ 
guage instmetkm programs 
should mean lower costa for 
the district.

TORONTO (CP) — After three years of having 
hooks for hands, Susanna Hartel is learning to adjust to 
new myo-electric hands that look and woilc almost like 
real ones. 

Five years ago, the 46-yearK>ld mother of two was 
operating a punch press when lier arms were caught in 
the machine and were severed six inches below the 
eHxm*. 

Mrs. Hartel received her new hands six months ago 
and has been undergoing retraining since then. 

"Mentally, I feel more human now,"- Mrs. Hartel 
said in an interview Wednesday. 

Mrs. Hartel said it took three years to learn to use 
the ho(^ but now she is able to hold a fork and eat and 
can get change from her purse, something she could 
not do with the hooks. 

However, she said she had noticed a change in pei)- 
ple's behavior towards her. 

"When 1 used to have hooks, people used to open 
doors for me," she said. "Now they don't even bother. I 
guess ni just have to get used to it and learn to open 
doors for myself." 

Mrs. Hartel said she has no intention of cetuming 
to work. 

'"I woric harder now at home than 1 did at wx>rk and 
with my new arms I do my housework better than most 
people with their own arms." 

She said her exUy oompfoint with the new limbs, 
which work through a combination of muscle and elec- 
trloltv, is that “they run out <A juice" after a particu- 
iariy active day. 

“At night I plug them in to charge them up for the 
next day.” Mrs. Hartel said. 

Dr. Tony ketinard, who has been at the r^iabill- 
tation centre for 17 years, described Mrs. Hartel as ex¬ 
ceptional. 

"She's got a lot of determination," Kennard said.

South Africa 
scraps curbs 
against press _j

JOHANNESBURG — Prime Minister John Vor- 
ster said Wednesday that the government was with¬ 
drawing a bill in Parliament intended to institute press 
censor^p in South Africa. 


Following its introduction 
two weeks ago, there was a 
protest from both liberal and 
conservative newspapers that 
South Africa, which is already 
under general condemnation 
for its racist policies, was los¬ 
ing more credibility by smoth¬ 
ering what had b^n a rela¬ 
tively free press here. 

Vesrster said the bill was 
withdrawn because. after 
three days of meetings with 
newspaper executives, he was 
blowing the newspaper in¬ 
dustry a year to institute "ef¬ 
fective" self-policing by tiie 
newspapers. 

The prime minister indicat¬ 
ed that the present voluntary 
press code of conduct, which 
the government has consid¬ 
ered too lenient, would be 
rewrittwi to incorporate some 
of the features of the govern¬ 
ment bill now being shelved. 

However. Hal Miller, pres¬ 
ident of the South African 
Newspaper Frees Union, 
expressed gratitude that the 
government had relented and 
that the self-policing code of 
conduct by newspaper editors 
could be continued. 

As it has for the past 16 
years. Miller said, the council 
also acts as a body to hear 
complaints against unfair cov¬ 
erage by its member papers 
and implements corrections 
when coverage has been un¬ 
balanced or in error.

New YORK (AP) — Co. 
caine, the popular drug of 
both Jet setters and ghetto 
dwellers, is not harmful when 
taken occasionally, by the so¬ 
cial snorter, says a doctor 
studying the drug’s effects. 

However, says Dr. Richard' 
Resnick, use of the drug, 
which costs up to $ 1 , 900 '.an 
ounce on the street, should 
not be legalized. 

'Abeolutley not. because k 
would be more available and 
then more pe<^e would be 
using it in a way that is detri* 
mental,” said Resnick, head 
of New York Medical Col¬ 
lege’s division old ntg abuse 
research and treatment. 

^‘It’s just like people who 
drink alcohol. If they drink a 
lot every day, they can get 
into problems.” 

He .said his tests indicated 
that use of cocaine did not af¬ 
fect pertormance except when 
the. subject was bored 
tired. 

Last week, a judge in San¬ 
gamon County, HI., ruled that 
the state's i:^ibition of co¬ 
caine was unconstitutional be¬ 
cause “it’s a medical fact 
that-it isn't a narcotic.” 

Resnick said his wt>rk 
showed'that most users were 
social snorters and “reeembie 
those patterns, generally 
sociated with other commonii^ 
used ’recreational’ - drugs,- 
such as alcc4)ol and' mari¬ 
juana.'”

NORTH OOWICHAN An 
investigation into charging a 
tee for gravel, a non-renewa¬ 
ble resource mined in this 
jurisdiction, has been 
launched by North Cowichan 
finance chairman Aid, Ron 
MeJOnrKin. 

McKinnon began inquiring 
about levying such a fee — 
foe first on southern Van- 
eouver Island — for exlract- 
ing this mineral aggregate 
after it came to his attention 
the industry w-as expanding 
rapidly in the 50,000-acre mu¬ 
nicipality.

McKinnon said the prov'in- 
ciai government has authority 
under the Mineral Land Tax 
Act to levy on firivately-held 
sand and gravel resources, 
but at the present time it isn’t 
being done in B.C. 

Companies producing on 
crown land are subject to a 
rental fee of $2 per acre per 
year or $25 per year, whichev¬ 
er is greater. In addition, a 


myaity Is applied to material 
removed for sale 

Presently in North Cow¬ 
ichan, nothing is required of a 
company to extract sand or 
gravel on private land except 
a business licence. A perform¬ 
ance bond or a permit fee, 
which is required in a number 
of other B.C municipalitiee is 
not aisplicabie here. 

McKinnon said there are 
three major pits in the dis¬ 
trict and two others are pro¬ 
posed. 

One of new oiierations iocAt- 
ed near the intersection of foe

The district wants to ex¬ 
pand its immersicn program 
at Willows Schoc^ to Grade 4 
(and a second section to 
Grade 2). and to e 2 Q>and its 
bilingual program at Qover- 
dale School to(^‘ade 4. 

' A second project, a French 
immersion school in the Gcav 
don Head area, would meet 
the demands ct “the profes¬ 
sional element which is locat¬ 
ed in the Gordon Heed area 
who have been particularly 
vocal In their request for this 
program,” a memorandum 
prepared by the district’s cur¬ 
riculum departmmt says. 
tt wtiuld also meet the 


needs of the University of Vic¬ 
toria for a nearby school 
which could be used for teach¬ 
er training in French immer^ 
sion education. 

Present plans call for es¬ 
tablishing two sections of 
French immersion in both 
kindergarten and Grade 1 in 
the Gordon Head area (a spe-

French in their Immersion 
classes, would also institute a 
Grades 4 to 7 program. 

Implementaticai would begin 
with scliool aides, who would 
be phased out at the end of 
two years after regular teach¬ 
ers have completed a hvo- 
year training program. 

Total cost of toe programs 
would come to $2^,492.52, the 
curriculum department es-* 
tlmated. Because many of the 
projects are eligiUe for 50 per 
cent financing from the feder¬ 
al govemm«)t, toe cost to the 
dis^ct will be lower. 

In fact, when one considers 
that if the students were 
enrolled in regular classes the 
district would be responsible 
fcH* all salaries, texts and 
other costs, the French Lan¬ 
guage instruction programs 
should mean lower costs for 
the district.

U.S. seeks to speed 
friendly Hanoi ties 


WASHINGTON (AP) 

U.S. President Carter an¬ 
nounced Wednesday that the 
United States would resume 
negotiations without precondi¬ 
tions or delay to establish 
friendship and normal rela- 
ti<Ni8 with Hanoi, its enemy in 
a decade of war in Indochina. 

Carter received a report 
from his Commission on Miss¬ 
ing in Action, which returned 
from a visit to Hanoi on Tues¬ 
day. and credited the group 
with establishing a bridge¬ 
head for the \^etnam talks. 

Carter and Leonard Wood¬ 
cock. chairman of the com¬ 
mission and outgoing presi¬ 
dent of the United Auto 
Workers union, told report¬ 
ers: 

• Because of an error, the 
remains of one of the 12 
bodlet the commission 
brought back from Vietnam 
belonged to a Vietnamese. 
Those remains are being re¬ 
turned to Vietnam. 

• The commission believes 
the rest of the 2,546 American 
military men and civilians 
still missing in Vietnam and 
Laos are dead and that none 
is being held against his will. 

• llie Vietnamese held 
back the remains of and infor¬ 
mation about at least t>4b 
Americans, including a re¬ 
tired U.S. Central Intelligence 
Agency official, until late on 
the last day of the c<Nnmis- 
sion’s visit. But the ccRnmis- 


Sion believes there will be no 
such holdbacks in the future. 

• Hanoi has promised tu 
establish “a permanent study 
mechanism”, to fHirsue U.S.- 
provided leads to the where¬ 
abouts and identities of 
missing Americans still un¬ 
accounted for. 

• The commission recom¬ 
mends that the Vietnamese be 
asked to send representatives 


to laboratories in Honolulu to 
help with Identiiication ot re¬ 
mains. 

Carter said the Vietnamese 
"suggested that we re-initiate 
diplomatic disci^ssicms in 
Paris without delay.” 

“There are no preconditions 
requested, and there certainly 
will be no preconditions on 
our part for these talks in 
Paris.” he said. 


Bonner, Bennett 
talk Hydro reins 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Rob¬ 
ert B(Mmer. chairman of B.C. 
Hydro, said Wednesday he 
has had discussions with Pre¬ 
mier'Bennett on increased le¬ 
gislative control of the crown 
corporation’s finances. 

”We have discussed the 
question,’’ Bonner said. 
“That's ail I can say on the 
subject.” 

"The problem of Hydro fi¬ 
nancing has to be of concern 
because provincial guarantees 
must be involved when we go 
to the bond market. As far as 
I'm concerned, the more in¬ 
formation the ^tter. The gov¬ 
ernment’s concern is obvious 
and understandable in view of 


the anxtunts involved in the 
future.” 

Bonner said future b(MTow> 
ings could reach ^.3 billion, 
including costs of rolling over 
existing issues. 

Bonner said he wN>uld not 
comment on Municipal Af¬ 
fairs Minister Hugh Curtis's 
complaints in the Legislature 
that unnamed Hydro officials 
were obstructing provincial 
transit policies. 

"Our main transit problem 
is that Vancouver and Vic¬ 
toria have a combined area ot 
420 squaie miles,” Bonner 
said. "That’s bigger than the 
area of Toronto and Montreal 
combined.”

Chabot said in thq Legisla¬ 
ture there were about. 3(X) mil¬ 
lion tons of metallurgical coal 
available in existing southeast 
B.C. reserves until 1995. 

B.C. currently cxiK)rts 
about 12 million tons of coal a 
year to Japan and hopes to 
increase that to about 25 mil¬ 
lion tons by the mid 198Us. 

Chabot said in an interview 
later that although there are 
large reserves In southeast 
B.C., the northeast develop¬ 
ment must begin before infla¬ 
tion makes it unfeasible. 

“The northeast should be 
developed now. before capital 
costs become too expensive.” 
he said. 

The provincial government 
has been trying to get a finan¬ 
cial commitment from the 
federal government for devel¬ 
opment of the HI billion proj¬ 
ect befoi'e it goes ahead. 

Graham Lea (NDP—Prince 
Rupert) attacked Chabot for 
IHishtng the project Mithoul 
providing adequate back¬ 
ground informati<Hi to the Le¬ 
gislature. 

Lea said the government 
was making a mistake in pro¬ 
posing the northeast develop¬ 
ment but Chabot revealed fig¬ 
ures which, he said, showed 
tj^at development of the coal 
was economically viable. 

llie minister said coal from 
that area would sell from be¬ 
tween $60 and $65 a ton on the 
international market, about 
$10 a ton more than coal from 
^(>utheast B.C. 

The northeast coal contains 
less sulphur and ash and 
therefore commands a better 
price. 

Liberal leader Gordon Gib- 
spn said the government 
should not have too much 
laith in northeastern coal dev¬ 
elopment and "the govern¬ 
ment is taking a very monoc¬ 
ular viewpoint on coal devel¬ 
opment in the province.”. 

He also said the govern¬ 
ment should not artificially 
force northeast coal develop¬ 
ment because it could have a 
detrimental effect on south¬ 
east coal development.

Five years ago, the 46-year*old mother of two was 
a(>erating a punch press when her arms w'cre cau^t in 
the machine 4 nd were severed six inches below the 
elbow. 

vv Mrs. Hartel received her new hands six months ago 
anlfc^s been undergoing retraining since then. 

“Menially. I feel more human now,” Mrs. Hartel 
said In an interview Wednesday. 

Mrs. Hartel said it took three years to learn to use 
the hooks but now she is able to hold a fork and eat and 
can get change from her purse, something she could 
not do with the hooks. 

However, she said she had noticed a change in pe^v 
pie's behavior towards her. 

“When I used to have hooks, iieoplc used to open 
doors for me,” she said. “Now they don’t even bother. I 
guess ri] just have to gel used to it and learn to oi>en 
doors for myself." 

Mrs. H^el said .she has no intention of returning 
to work. 

”1 work harder now at home than 1 did at w*ork and 
with my new arms I do my housework better than mo«t 
people with their own arms.” 

She said her only complaint with the new limbs, 
which work through a combination of muscle and elec- 
trioitv, is that ”t^y run out of juice” after a particu¬ 
larly active day. 

“At night I plug them in to charge them up for the 
next day.” Mi's. Hartel said. 

Dr. Tony Kennard. who has been at the rehabili¬ 
tation centre for 17 years, described Mrs. Hartel as ex¬ 
ceptional. 

“She’s got a lot of determination,” Kennard said. 
“She fully accepted her amputati(»i8 right from the 
start.” 


South Africa 
scraps curbs 
against press

JOHANNESBURG — Prime Minister John \'oi- 
sler said Wednesday that the government was with¬ 
drawing a bill in PaiJiament intended to institute press 
censorship in South Africa. 


Fbllowing its introduction 
two weeks ago. there was a 
protest from both liberal and 
conservative newspapers that 
South Africa, which is already 
under general condemnation 
for its racist policies, was los¬ 
ing more credibility by smoth¬ 
ering what had been a rela¬ 
tively free press here. 

Vorster said the bill wa.^ 
withdrawn because. after 
three days of meetings with 
newspaper executives, he was 
allowing the newspai»er in¬ 
dustry a year to institute “ef¬ 
fective” self-policing by the 
new8pai>ers. 

The prime minister indicat¬

U there was a winner in the 
debate on the effectiveness of 
nuclear weapons as a deter¬ 
rent, it was prob^ly the 
large audience that turned out 
at the University of Victoria 
Wednesday and gained some 
Insights from experts on the 
subject. 

About 2.000 people listened 
as Lt.-Cen. Reginald Lane, 
former deputy commander of 
NORAD, sparred verbally 
with Dr. William Epstein, 
former director of the disar¬ 
mament <fivi8ton of the United 
Nations Secretariat and a vi¬ 
siting professor at UVlc. 

El^tein said that the ratio¬ 
nale behind a deterrent was 
“mutually assured destruc¬ 
tion," conveniently shortened 
toMA-D. 

BY BUnjlINO up large 
stocks <rf nUclear weapons and 
delivery sj'stems, tiie major 
powers assure that no matter 
how badly damaged they are 
by a nuclear attack, they will 
still be able to inflict damage 
on the enemy. 

But the race to stockpile nu¬ 
clear weapons has gone 
beyond reason, Epstein said. 
The U.S. has the capaMlity 
now to destroy every Soviet 
city of more than 100.000 peo- 
le 50 times over, a capability 
which'would be expanded by 
two to four times with toe 
development of weai)ons such 
as the B-1 bomber and the 
Trid«it submarine. 

The Soviet Union is less 
powerful — it can only dam¬ 
age similar U.S. cities 20 
times, Epstein said. 

"The deterrent argument 
has become a cloak for con¬ 
tinuing toe arms race, creat¬ 
ing not security, but insecuri¬ 
ty and instability."

WITH' proliferation of nu¬ 
clear devices to many smaller 
countries, the risk of an ac¬ 
cident, human failure, or n\i- 
clear blackmail increases 
many-fold, Epstein said. 

Furthermore, for small 
states with unsophisticated 
delivery systems and small 
nuclear forces, nuclear weap¬ 
ons have almost no deterrent 
value. Such states are far 
more ^kel^ ^^v^ ,their n\^. 
Cldaf wcajxms as 
strike.” offensive devices de¬ 
signed to completely wipe out 
toe enemy, than as a deter¬ 
rent against attack. 

Epstein quoted U.S. Pres¬ 
ident Jimmy Carter: “A mu¬ 
tual balance of terror is inad¬ 
equate." 

Disarmament must come 
about, Epstein said, because 
the current policies are only 
breeding insecurity. “M.AJD. 
will result in M.A.D." 

IN HIS argument, Lane said 
a deterrent strata is ‘con¬ 
stantly changing to meet the 
demands of international poli¬ 
tics and technology. 

He identified five modifica¬ 
tions of the deterrent policy in 
the postwar period — a policy 
of “containment" to prevent 
the extension of communism; 
<H>e <rf "collective security, 
massive retaliation." as ex¬ 


emplified )3y the formation of 
NATOi; CTie of "flexible re¬ 
sponse." tied to total destruc- 
tiem as intercontinental ballis¬ 
tic missiles came into being; 
a p(rilcy of "realistic deter¬ 
rent." outlined by former 
president Richard Nixon, 
which ' involved a vigorous 
foreign p(^^ by the U.S. and 
other powers, such as Willy 
Brandt’s "Ostpolitik" in east¬ 
ern Eyropej And 
^oTce." ejqAained in 1374 by 
th^U.S. defence secretary 
James Schlesinger as re¬ 
sponding in kind to a Soviet 
attack. 

‘T like to think that ihese 
policies have stopped a war. 
Without them I^sia \vould 
have ovemm EunH>e," Lane 
said. 

"THE STRATEGY of deter¬ 
rent has bought time for poli¬ 
ticians to talk it out. to settle 
it over toe negotiating table, 
ratoer than by sending mis¬ 
siles over the top of the 
world.” 

In his rebuttal. Epstein said 
that "deterrent is only the 
modem word for war." Even 
before the development ot nu¬ 
clear w’eapons. states ^K'ere 
trying to avoid attack by 
building up strong military 
forces, but this did not pre¬ 
vent war. 


While deterrents have 
bought time, that is not what 
they are intended to do. 

In the paocess of developing 
and implementing better de¬ 
terrents, "we are moving to- 
^va^d infinite power to kill, 
rather than to zero power to 
kiU." 

ME BLA31ED military 
Ucy-makers for wanting 
"more, more and more. I 
have never heard a general 
say 'we have enough.’ " 

While he did not advocate 
unilateral disarmament. E?p- 
stein said a better vray to 
world security is to stop nu¬ 
clear testing and the develop¬ 
ment of new weapons, reduce 
nuclear arsenals, and elimi¬ 
nate all weapons except for 
pertiaps 10 per cent of the 
present nuclear submarine 
strength. 

One Poseidon submarine 
alone has the capability of le¬ 
velling 160 to 240' cities. Bp' 
stein said, and the 'Trident’s 
capability is about double 
th^. 

The reason that this is not 
done, he stated, is "inter-ser¬ 
vice rivalry.” 

LAND-BASED missiles, 
bombers, and nuclear-armed 
ships are all maintained in 
the U.S. arsenal, in spite of 
many of them being obsoles¬ 
cent. "so that toe army, the 
navy, and the air force will 
all get a piece of the aciton." 

The Strategic Arms Limita¬ 
tion Talks (S.A.L..T.) have nut 
brought about a change in 
over-all nuclear policy. The 
"overkSH” capacity of both 
the Soviet Union and the Unit¬ 
ed States has increased dur¬ 
ing S.A.L.T.. Epstein said. 

Lane replied that defence 
policy is established by politi¬ 
cians, and not by military 
men. Some military weapons 


may not be as sophisticated 
as others, but have other ad¬ 
vantages. Manned bombers, 
fur instance, can be deployed 
and then called back. "But 
when you launch an ICBM, it 
is gone. 'That is it.” 

Lane said sopliisticated 
communications and failsafe 
systems will prevent an ac¬ 
cident by the major powers, 
and nuclear weapons in the 
hands of emaller states are 
unlikely to ever be sc^>his- 
ticated enou^ to pose a real 
danger. 

IN A PEBM!31SE way, nu¬ 
clear proliferation could even¬ 
tually result in much stronger 
pressure for disarmament. 
Lane said. 

If a small power should 
ever attack another country 
with a nuclear weapem, "and 
God forbid that it should 
every happen," it might bring 
the^whole^ i^Sbe tp a gnd . 
result m*^^nuine pro^ss in 
disarmament. 

He added that new non¬ 
nuclear superweapons, such 
as newly-developed laser de¬ 
vices, which according to the 
Soviet Uni(Hi have been used 
successfully to knock airborne 
weapons out of the sky, could 
theoretically make the world 
even more dangerous. 

"IF ONE country were to 
develop a defensive weapon 
with a 100 i)cr cent certaintv 
of intercepting all nuclear 
weapons, they would be abh* 
to blackmail other countries 
into complete submission.’* 

When asked about the 
human link in defence strate¬ 
gy, Lane said he is an "op¬ 
timistic fatalist." 

"I have enough faith in 
human nature, that as con¬ 
frontations arise, there will be 
people wito the capability to 
resolve them.”

^Vh€n the matter came up 
for discussion. Campbell said 


he liad read the Iwief. wliich 
was six pages long, and had 
come to the conclusion that 
"it came very much alter the 
fact.” 

The region, he said, was 
committed by contractural 
obligation and by its applica¬ 
tion to toe Pollution C»tro!

The June meeting saw 600 
objectors loudly protest the 
Shoal Bay proposal. 

The board noted that the 
sewage advisory committee 
vvould be meeting tonight to 
decide on a site for the pro¬ 
posed pumping station, and 
tabled Keenan’s brief. 

Wallace said he would at¬ 
tend the meeting and urge 
consideration of the report. 

"The objection seems to be 
that a decision was made 
some time ago and even if it 
was a wrong decision the re¬ 
gion is going to stay with it." 


That decision, to connect 
Shaol Bay by means of pump 
station and trunk sewer with 
the Cover Point outfall, 
would cost some S5 million, he 
pointed out. 

An outfall at McMicking 
would be more desirable, and 
considerably cheaper, Wal¬ 
lace said. 

There also seemed to be a 
consideraticai that it was too 
late for more •studies, and 
that construction had to go 
ahead immediately. 

"Hiis course the region is 


embarked on now seems to be 
an immutable decision that 
even if there is evidence of 
another option it will not be 
considered. 

"It is not too late to explore 
another option," Wallace said. 

He said proper studies of 
the feasibility of Keenan’s 
proposal would take some 
time and could mean a delay 
of up to one year. "But what¬ 
ever we do is supposed to last 
for 50 years, so surely we can 
afford a delay now to ensure 
lliat w'e do things properly," 
Wallace added.

The firm was found guilt>' 
by Judge D. K. McAdam of 
‘i .. . failure to give equal 
prominence to the total price 
of a (xmsumer transacti<xi and 
did thereby commit a decep¬ 
tive act ..." in connection 
with an ad appearing in a 
June edition of the Colonist. 

The advertisement was for 
home freezers, and crown 
counsel Richard Law argued 
that nowhere in the ad did the 
total price appear, while "JIO 
a nKHito" was prominently 
displayed in the ad. 

The same charge, In con- 
nectiOT with a ommercial 
broadcast on radio station
